Two persons, one a man of 55, the 
other a boy of 6, met their deaths in 
Atlanta Saturday afternoon in two 
automobile accidents.

Crash by Quick Thinking 


LONDON, Dec. 7.—An excellent tip 
for American air travelers as a possi- 
ble means of escaping serious conse- 
quences from a. crash was provided 
by the action of Lieutenant Com- 
mander G. C. Glen-Kidston, of the 
royal navy, who was the only survi- 
vor of the ill-fated Junkers’ passenger 
plane which recently crashed and burst 


into flames near Godstone, England. 

Seeing the crash was inevitable, Com- 
mander Glen-Kidston hung on the lug- 
gage rack overhead and took the shock 
on his arms in tension. When the 
machine struck the ground all the 
other passengers were apparently shot 
forward from their seats into a hud- 
died group in the front end of the 
cabin. Commander Glen-Kidston re- 
leased his hold on the luggage rack 
and scrambled out the door or a bro- 
ken window, escaping from the ma- 
chine in a few seconds. But even 
then he was not a moment toe soon, 
for the machine was already being sur- 
rounded by burning gasoline. Appar- 
ently before the others were able to 
recover from being temporarily 
stunned by the landing shock, the ma- 
chine was enveloped in flames and es- 
cape was impossible. 


Commander Glen-Kidston, who is a 
millionaire, an airplane pilot and a 
racing motorist, is generally credited 
with bearing a “charmed life,” having 
repeatedly been invloved in extremely 
dangerous accidents. 

The fact of the matter, however, 


seems to be that he has a mind that 
works with extreme rapidity and cool- 
ness in dangerous situations. 


His escape from the Junkers ma- 
chine is an illustration of this. The 
time that elapsed between the sight- 
ing of the hill into which the machine 
crashed in the midst and the actual 
crash was probably not more than 
three seconds, Commander Glen-Kid- 
ston in a flash realized the danger and 
instantaneously did the one corre@t

Nealey, of Hardeman county, who ar- 
rested him at 1 p. m. yesterday, and 
out-witted the crowd that demanded 
his life. The girl was in a serious 
condition today. 

The posse that formed soon after 
the girl was attacked grew to large 
proportions early Thursday night and 
sought Gunn near Middleton and Po- 
cahontas. Sheriff Nealey learned yes- 
terday from a negro that Gunn was 
the man wanted and that he was in 
hiding near Pocahontas. He made 
the capture easily and got a 30-minute 
lead on the crowd which was near by 
when he arrested the negro. 

Hie dashed down into Mississippi, 
with the crowd close behind, but 
evaded it and doubled back to Jack- 
son, Tenn. ‘There he calmly placed 
the negro aboard a bus and brought 
him into Memphis.

But he 
was quick to assure them that it was 
“nothing serious’ and that he would 
pe atten after a few days in the sun- 
shine. 


Mrs, Edison hastened to inform his 
inquisitors that he had stood the trip 
well and was only a bit tired from 
restlessness as the end of their trip 
from Menlo Park, N. J., neared. “He 
needs the rest and change he is able 
to find here,” she said.

\ Federal Government Loses 
| Important Revenue Source 


Money Derived From Sale | 
of Surplus Supplies No! 


‘Longer Needed, Offi- 
-cials Say.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—(United 
News.)—For the first time in nearly 
a decade the treasury finds itself 
unable to*rely on large revenues de- 
rived from back tax payments and 
liquidation of the World War excess 
supplies. 

In the fiscal years 1923 to 1929 
these receipts from non-recurring 
sources aggregated the huge total of 
$2,024,000,000. Without them the 
Coolidge administration would have 
reported deficits in 1923 and 1925 and 
more than half the immense treasury 
surplus of other years were due to 
those items. 


Receipts derived from these sources 
amounted to $414,000,000 in the fiscal 
year 1927. In 1928 they aggregated 
£318,000,000, but in 1929 they fell to 
approximately $80,000,000 and are 
being left out of accounts in esti- 
mating revenues for future years. 
Jyuckily they are not needed. as sur- 
pluses are estimated without them, 
and despite an anticipated tax cut. 

Major items comprising these tem- 
taper income sources which have now 
argely disappeared are payments by | 


railroads to the government on war- 
time loans, receipts from back tax 
returns, sale of surplus war property, 
liquidation of the war finance cor- 
poration, and repayment of otber war- | 
time loans. 

President Hoover and Secretary | 
Mellon will have to keep government 
finances on an even basis without 
these large temporary receipts which 
were a mainstay of federal finances all 
during the Coolidge administration. 
Discussing the surpluses which per- 
mitted four tax reductions under Coo!- 
idge, Secretary Mellon said in his re- 
cent annual report: 

“Prior to 1929 the surpluses are not 
to be considered as due primarily to 
the taxes collected during the various 
years, but to unusual receipts, accom- 
panied by annual savings due to ob- 
servance of strict economy in expendi- 
tures. The chief characteristic of 
these unusual sources of receipts is 
that they will yield little or no reve- 
nue in future years.” 

Secretary Mellon attributed what he 
described as the “anomalous” surplus 
of 1927 almost entirely to these tem- 
porary receipts in his annual report 
for that year. Referring to the sub- 
ject again in his latest report he said 
last year's surplus of $184,000,000, 
the second smallest in treasury his- 
tory, was “fortuitous” because of these 
items and enlarged tax receipts from 
stock market profits. 


In estimating the surplus of $225,- 
000,000 for 1930 and $122,000.000 for

In the fields of the moving 
picture and the drama he gained a 
name as a critic, still later adding 
the able criticism of music and the 
opera to the list of his accomplish- 
ments. His reviews were charac- 
terized by the same sparkling spon- 
tanitey that had popularized his 
sports writing. 

“Fuzzy” leaves countless friends in 
every walk of life. His work car- 
ried him into contact with every class. 
There were athletes, umpires and 
groundkeepers, actors, advance agents 
and theater managers, professional 
men and businessmen.

This report gained such headway 
that in authenticated instances the 
peasants stopped planting or destroyed 
already growing coffee bushes and 
tobacco plants and appeared even 
afraid to smoke in public for fear of 
arrest. Government agencies took 
prompt steps to reassure the country- 
side and the situation improved ma- 
terially. : 

The agitation was again renewed 
with alarmist reports based on the 
passage of new alcohol and tobacco 
tax bills following passage of a cof- 
fee standardization law designed to 
improve the quality and cleanliness | 
of coffee shipments. 

The south is in the center. of the 
coffee trade, which constitutes 75 per 
cent of Haitian revenues, 

South Leads Revolt. 

Residents here were somewhat sur- 
prised that the uneasiness appeared 
greatest in the south. Throughout 
the revolution against France and in 
the early days as an independent 
country the south showed a minimum 
of revolutionary activities. The peas- 
ants were notably hospitable and the 
cities prided themselves on their free- 
dom from control by the capital. Until 
a few days ago officials traveled 
freely in all parts without arms. 

Three general factors appear to lie 
behind the agitation which began with 
the student strike of November 0 
and have now culminated in wide- 
spread disturbances. The campaign 
seemed to be first directed toward in- 
ducing President Borno to call gen- 

Febru- 
ary. His failure to do so led to a 
drive to prevent his re-election to a 
third term as unconstitutional. His 
declaration two weeks ago that he 
was not a candidate was not accept- 
ed without equivocation. 

The third factor was apparently a 
desire to force an American congres- 
sional investigation with the object 
of compelling withdrawal of American 
forces before the expiration of the 
treaty in 1936.

Views, Policies on Haiti 
Are Outlined by Hoover 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—(7)— 
The text of President Hoover's spe- 
cial message to congress on the Hai- 
tian situation follows: 

“In my message to congress of the 
third instant I indicated my concern 
as to the future of our policies in 
Haiti. I stated that we had there 
about 700 marines and that we are 
confronted with a difficult problem, 
the solution of which is still re, 
I further stated that if congress ap- 
proves I shall dispatch a commission 
to Haiti to review and study the mat- 
ter to endeavor to arrive at some more 
definite policy than at present. 

“Our representatives in Haiti have 
shown great ability and devotidbn and 
have accomplished signal results in 
improvement of the material condi- 
tion of that people. Yet our experi- 
ence has revealed more clearly 
than was seen at first the difficulties 
of the problem and the entire situa- 
tion should be reviewed in the ligh of 
this experience. 

“Since the dispatch of my message 
disturbances in Haiti have emphasized 
the importance of such an investiga- 
tion and determination of national 
policies in the immediate future. 

“The students at the agricultural 
school at Damien went on a strike on 
October 31 asa protest against a new 
policy of the Haitian government. 
The Haitian government had hereto- 
fore allotted $10,000 per annum to 
this school. for scholarships but this 
year it withheld $2,000 of the appro- 
priation in order to make it possible 
for needy students to perform prac- 
tical school work on the _ grounds. 
Sympathetic strikes were subsequently 
declared in the medical and law 
schools. President Borno appointed 
a committee of Haitians to inquire 
into the matter and it seemed prob- 


able at the time that recommendations 
presented by this committee and ac- 
cepted by the authorities would adjust 
the difficulty. Unfortunately, advan- 
tage was taken of the situation by va- 
rious agencies to foment disturbances 
against the Haifian administration 
and on December 3 the American high 
commissioner reported that the strike 
movement had spread throughout the 
country and that it was feared that 
the Haitian employes of the depart- 
ments under American treaty officials 
might become involved. 

“On December 4 custom house em- 
ployes at Port Au Prince abandoned 
their work in a disorderly manner and 
crowds have gathered in Port Au 
Prince, At the same time there were 
reported demonstrations by crowds at 
Cape Haitien in sympathy with the 
disturbance in Port Au Prince. The 
American high commissioner reported 
that on the morning of December 4 it 
was feared that disorderly conditions 
would arise at Aux Cayes and similar 
disturbances were possible at other 
places. 

“The high commissioner has asked 
that additional marines be in readi- 
ness to make sure that if the situa- 
tion becomes serious American lives 
will be protected, and the force he has 
suggested has been ordered dispatched 
for that purpose. 

“I feel that it is most desirable that 
the commission mentioned in my mes- 


sage of December 3 be constituted and |

Florid.z Fossils 
May Be Bones 
Of F irst Man 


a 


SARASOTA, Fla., Dec. 7.—()— 
Word has been received here from 
the American Museum of Natural 
History, New York, that the fossil 
remains of a human skeleton sent the 
museum recently by J. E. Moore, local 
anthropologist and explorer, may con- 
servatively be estimated to represent 
the oldest fossil of prehistoric man 
ever discovered on the American con- 
tinent, if not in the entire world. 

The skeleton was found by Mr. 
Moore on one of his explorations in 
the Brookside district as he followed a 
dragline steamshovel dredging a ditch. 
It was about nine feet under. the 
surface. 

Mr. Moore has more than 3,000 
specimens of animal life dating back 
to prehistoric ages, all collected in 
this region. He said the bones of the 
skeleton forwarded to the museum 
were of such consistency they gave 
forth sounds like steel when struck, 
and that by a thorough search he 
found practically the complete skele- 
ton of the man, except the bones be- 
low the knees. 

The exploration party also discov- 
ered a tepee site some distance from 


where the skeleton was taken.

PLANS $16,000,000 
BUILDING PROGRAM 


Spent for Maintenance 
and Operation in 1930. 


Prospects of Georgia for a prosper- 
ous year during 1930 were heightened 
Saturday with announcement by Pres- 
ton S. Arkwright, president of the 
Georgia Power Company, that his 
company and its affiliated concerns 
would spend $16,000,000 for new con- 
struction in this state next year. 

In addition to the $16,000,000 for 
new construction, the power company 
also will spend $12,000,000 for main- 
tenance and operation of electric, 


street railway and other services and 
for taxes, salaries, wages and other 
expenses. Thus, the total to be spent 
by the company during 1930 will be 
$28,000,000. 

The $16,000,000 new construction 
program is the. biggest for any one 
year of the company’s history, Mr. 
Arkwright pointed out. In addition, 
it will be the largest amount of money 
expended for new construction in any 
one year by any single enterprise in 
the history of the state. 

Mr. Arkwright expressed full con- 
fidence in the future of the southeast 
and particularly of Georgia. The 
$16,000,000 of new capital will be in- 
vested in new’ generating stations, 
lines, substations and other facilities 
as preparation for additional new in- 
dustrial growth which the company is 
confident the future will bring. The 
$16,000,000 construction program also 
includes extension of electric services 
to Georgia communities which are 
now without such service, and im- 
provement of service to present resi- 
dential and eommercial customers. 

Two electric generating plants, one 
on the Chattahoochee near Atlanta, 
and the other on the Oconee river 
near Milledgeville, are among the larg- 
est items in the company’s 1930 con- 
struction budget.

mended by Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon. The inequality of the treas- 
ury department proposal lies in the 
fact that in many instances the tax 
has already been collected by the pay- 
er out of the consumer, he said. 

The Georgia senator’s statement fol- 
Ows: 

“The democratic party has always 
favo the reduction of taxes. Dur- 
ing the last revision of the tax act 
the democratic members of the senate 
tinance committee especially insisted 
upon a further reduction of the rates 
but the republiean members adopted 
the view of the administration as ex-

slight reduction, especially in the cor- 
poration tax rate. The democrats then

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—(?)—Con- 
trol of the motion picture interests 
headed by William Fox today was vest- 
ed in a board of trustees on which 
the Western Electric Company and 
a firm of Wall Street bankers is rep- 
resented. 

The board of trustees, which was 
appointed by Mr, Fox consists of him- 
self, John Otterson, president of Elec- 
trical Research Products, Inc., a sub- 
sidiary of the Western Electric Com- 


uany, and Hf. L. Stuart. of Halsey, 
Stuart & Company, a Wall Street 
banking house. 

The Fox Film Corporation and the 
Fox Theaters Corporation are the 
principal companies in the Fox hold- 
ings to come under the supervision 
ef the board of trustees. Mr. Fox 
is president of both. 

An announcement said: 

“During the past year the Fox 
Theaters Corporation purchased sub- 
stantial holdjngs of stock in Loew's, 
Inc. ‘The Fox Film Comporation has 
purchased stock of the Gaumont Thea- 
ters in England,.* Both purchases were 
and are regarded as important and 
valuable in connection with the de- 
velopment of the business of the Cor- 
porations. It was contemplated that 
the purchase of the Loew stock would

When a representative of a local 
paper took to the hotel a copy of an 
Associated Press story from San An- 
tonio, Texas, concerning a manifesto 
issued by Vasconcelos in which he 
said he was contemplating taking 
over the government and asked a sec- ; 
retary for a comment ffom Rubio, the 
president-elect dispayed little interest. 

After a brief conference in his 
suite with his staff, Rubio sent the 
following message to the newspaper: 

“President Rubio thanks you for 
sending him this news, but wishes 
to say that the subject is of such 
little importance that he does not 
enre to make any statement about it. 
It is of no consequence whatever. He 
knows the source from which it came, 
and he says there is nothing in it to 
worry about.” 

Members of the presidential party 
said there was a long distance tele- 
phone call from Mexico City awaiting 
the president-elect when he arrived 
at the hotel but the import of the 
message was not divulged. Hotel at- 
taches said he dispatched several tele- 
grams, all in Spanish, to Mexico City. 

Rubio’s arrival here was much at 
variance with his brief stay at Hous- 
ton, Texas, en route here, where he 
talked freely of Mexican affairs. 
Members of the staff said the presi- 
dent-elect was much fatigued by the 
journey from Mexico City. 

Arriving late yesterday, a special 
police escort conducted the party of 
16 to their hotel. There Rubio 
walked hurriedly through the lobby 
without acknowledging a welcome ex- 
tended and apparently failing to no- 
tice when the hotel orchestra struck 
up the Mexican air, “La Paloma.” 

Mémbers of the presidential party 
are Rubio, his wife, three children, 
and governess; his sister-in-law, Se- 
nora Ortez De Mejia, and her son, 
Armando Mejia; General Perez Tre- 
vino, who headed Rubio's party in 
the last campaign, and Senora Tre- 
vino; E. Hermandez Chazaro, Louis 
Quintamilta Jose, Jesus Penaloza, F.

It must be remembered that the 
president can not pick out a business, 
or a commodity, and arbitrarily raise 
the tariff on it, or lower the tariff 
on it.

Figure in 460 
Fatal Accidents 


A table by the United States de- 
partment of commerce, bureau of the 
census, announced here Saturday, 
showed Georgia had 468 fatal auto- 
mobile accidents in 1928, while there 
were two deaths in the state from ac- 
cidents that occurred in other states. 
The figures do not include deaths in 
collisions with street cars or railroad 
trains. 

The entire registration area of the 
United States showed a total of 23,- 
765 for 1928, compared to 21,160 for 
1 


No figures for Georgia were avail- 
able for 1927, due to a law passed in 
1925 having been declared unconsti- 
tutienal. The last figures available 
were for 1924, when the total was 
307. This gave a rate per 100,000 
population of 14.6 for 1928 and 10.1 
for 1924. 

Atlanta, the only Georgia city re- 
ported in the table, was given a total 
of 71 deaths from accidents in the 
city and seven from accidents occur- 
ring elsewhere. In 1927, 65 deaths 
occurred from accidents in the city 
and 15 from those hapening outside. 
Atlanta’s rate per 100,000 population 
was 27.8 in 1928 and 26.1 in 1927.

$2,500,000 Goes Through Department in Three Weeks 


Handled in City Tax Office 


y of Details}: 


BY MRS. R. M. CROFT, 
Head of City Tax Collection. 
At this season of the year public 

interest centers in the Atlanta tax 
collector's office, where $2,500,000 of 
the people’s money has been handled 
in three weeks! How is it handled? 
Is the system accurate? Why do cer- 
tain rules have to be observed? These 
questions arise in the minds of many

people. 

The money, which is received from 
than S80 sources, comes in 
through the windows and the mail. 


When a teller at the window opens | 


np for the day he is equipped with 
$50 in change, a change machiné, 
ad, etc. A customer at the 
/ window must present his bill in dupli- 
eate with money as near the correct 
change as possible. The teller stamps 
both bills, giving the customer one for 
receipt and keeping the other for the 
office files. As the money accumu- 
lates at the window the teller counts 
it, puts it in packages and sends it 
to the deputy’s desk. The bills also 


| 


are put in packages and added twice 
to be sure that they are correct. At 
night when the teller “checks out” the 
total] amount of the money must equal 
the total amount of the bills. Each 
teller is held personally responsible for 
any shortage which may occur at his 


wondow. 
Checks Are Sorted. 


Most of the mail comes from other 
departments where the money has been 
received in the form of checks. These 
checks and bills are sorted, taking out 
any defective ones, and writing the 
bill number on each check. They are 


then put im packages and added, the 


amount. of bills balancing the amount |

of checks. 

This completes the work of the out- 
side office and the money and bills 
are carried to the office of Deputy C., 
lL.. Mathews to be checked, entered in 
the day book, and worked into a re- 
port for the city comptroller’s office. 

The deputy re-counts all money com- 
ing from the windows and banks it 
for deposit. He also inspects and en- 
dorses all checks. In case of a bad 
check the bill is reinstated on the 
city’s books and, if not paid, goes to 
the office of the city marshal for col- 
lection. It also is the duty of the 
deputy to enter all totals of bills and 
money coming from the outside of- 
fice on his day book whieh is bal- 
anced every day. Another duty is to 
keep a large Jedger which shows the 
exact amount of money received from 
each department of the city govern- 
ment each day, This book is balanced 
with the records in the comptroller’s 
office each month. 

- Making of Report. 

The report, which goes to the office 
of the city comptroller, B. Graham 
West, every day, is made from the 
entire run of bills as they come in 
through the windows and mail. These 
bills are listed on two large adding 
machines having split keyboards, one 
side carrying the bill numbers and 
the other totalling the money. Every 
penny that is paid the city from any 
source, from the price of a bottle of 
medicine at Grady hospital to the cost 
of digging a grave in Oakland ceme- 
tery; from the cost of paving in front 
of your home to the bridge rent paid 
by the Georgia Power Company, all 
of it, each and every item, is listed by 
number on these large machines and 
the summary of it goes to the comp- 
troller’s office for checking against the 
reports from each department. The 
itemized sheets are kept on file in 
this office for reference. 

In the month of October 373 pages 
were used to list these items carry- 
ing eight columns to the page—in all 
a total of 104,440 items. When one 
takes into consideration the fact that 


-each item is handled a minimum of 
four times in checking and re-check- 
ing from the time it comes into the 
office until it reaches the report, one 
certainly must feel sure that no one 
in the tax collector's office has had 
a mid-day nap or has been to a foot- 
ball game in October! 

This system of double checking was 
put in by the present tax collector, R. 
A. McMurry, when he was deputy in 
this office several years ago. 
-handling such a large number of items 
‘and such a large volume of money, 
accuracy is imperative. Under this 
'system it is impossible for an error 
'to escape without correction. 

Items Handled Four Times. 


As each item is handled four times 
it is easy to see that an increase of 
business in any of the city’s depart- 
ments increases our work fourfold. 
Take for instance, the moving permits, 
the newest of the city’s sources of 
revenue: During the month of Octo- 
ber 2.545 of these were issued. Multi- 
ply this amount by four and you will 
see how entries in the collector's of- 
fice increase by leaps and bounds with 
any increase in the city’s business 
any where. 

Mailing out receipts is no small part 
of our work. Of course, when a bill 
is paid at the window the customer re- 
ceives his receipt in person. All other 
receipts, except water bills, are mailed 
out from this office. Water receipts 
are not: mailed out unless the request 
is accompanied by a self-addressed, 
stamped envelop. We handle around 
56,000 water bills each month. 

Each day’s work is complete in it- 
self, and the money is deposited each 
day to the credit of the city treasurer, 
J. H. Ewing. Jr. In order to draw 
this money out to defray the various 
expenses of the city, a voucher first 
must be drawn, stating the purpose 
for which the money is to be used. 
This voucher is sent to the comptroll- 
er’s office where, if approved, the 
check is issued to cover it. This check 
then has to be countersigned by the | 
mayor before it can be cashed. : 

As the public has to be served in 
any event, we have made the work 
in this office interchangeable. Each 
of us understand the work of the 
other. ‘Nobody is through until every- 
body is through. A spirit of good fel- 
lowship and co-operation prevails. 

“Don'ts” for Public. 

We would like to call the atten- 
tion of the public to a few “don ts” 
listed below: A little care in avoid- 
ing these errors will facilitate the 
work of this office and be a benefit 
to the office as well as to the gen- 
era@ public. 

Don’t fail to.sign your check. If 
you do the bank will not honor it. 

Don’t make out your check to the 
Georgia Power Company or the At- 
lanta Gas Light Company when pay- 
ing your water bill. The city of At- 
lanta operates her own water system. 

Don’t ask for change on a, check 
at the windows. Make it for the 
exact amount. No change is ever 
given on checks. 

If the teller at the window should, 
in error, give you both ends of your 
bill, return one to him. Otherwise the 
money you pay is not on record in 
this office. 

Don’t wait until the last minute to 
pay your water bill and then com- 
plain that the water is cut off. 

Don't call the tax collector's office 
when you want information about 
your taxes. The books are in the tax 
assessor's office. 

Don’t fail to call the tax collector's 
office if there is any way in which 
they can serve you. 

If you are interested, come in to | 
see us and let us show you how the 
city’s money, which is part yours, is 
handled.

Young George P. La Vatta grew 
up on an Indian reservation in Idaho.

| ing Indians to be inyariably lazy, the 
| foreman turned him down. La Vatta 
applied again and again. 

“Well, if you want to work take 
this mop and get busy,” the exasper- 
.ated foreman said one morning. 

La Vatta did just that. Finally he! 
became ai skilled machinist, and 
worked in the ‘shop ten years. He 

obtained jobs for many other Indians 
and did evangelical work among his 
former reservation friends to convert 
them to the necessity of labor. Here 
in Washington, Secretary of Interior 
Wilbur was preaching the same doc- 
trine as a cure for the red man’s ills.

Strib Wins Bout 
As Carnera Fouls 


Decision Is Reversed In Return Match. Italian 


Hits After Bell In Seventh Round. 


PARIS, Dec. 7.—(AP)—William L. (Young) Stribling, Macon (Ga.) 
heavyweight, won on a foul in the seventh round of his return match with 
Primo Carnera, six-foot ten-inch Venetian carpenter, here tonight. Cars 
nera, who recently won on a foul from Stribling at London, was dis- 
qualified for hitting the Georgian after the bell ending the seventh roun 


had sounded. 


It was a disappointing ending to a fight in which Stribling found the 
big carpenter no set-up to be brushed aside when he pleased. Carnera 
went down for a short count in the sixth round but otherwise just about 
held his own with his American rival, whom he outweighed by some 8§ 


pounds. 


Stribling easily outboxed his giant‘ 


opponent in the first two rounds, but 
his blows did not seem to worry Car- 
nera, At the start of the third, the 
Italian tried to rush Stribling but the 
American was too clever to let him do 
much damage, evading most of his 
blows and returning sharp lefts to the 
head and stomach. These blows made 
the fans how! but they failed to shake 
Carnera seriously. The Italian worked 
his way into clinches and _ leaned 
heavily on his lighter opponent. Car- 
nera got in one good wallop just as 
the round ended, landing sharply on 
the side of Strib’s head. 


Carnera tried another rush to start 
the fourth round but was sent back 
to the ropes by the hardest blow 
Stribling landed during the ficht. 


They exchanged blows freely in the 
intervals between frequent clinches te 
bring the round to an end even. 

Stribling landed a straight left oa 
Carnera’s jaw to open the fifth round, 
The wallop enraged the big Italian 
and he cut loose with a series of fu- 
rious punches which had Stribling 
backing up. The American landed 
with both hands on Carnera’s head 
and body often enough to keep the 
round even. 

The American appeared anxious [for 
a quick triumph at the start of the 
sixth round and carried the fight to 
Carnera. In the close range fighting 
Stribling landed a hard blow in the

TARHEEL BACKS 
TRIM DUKE, 48-7 


Blue Devils Outsmarted 
by North Carolina 
Eleven. 


DUKE STADIUM. DURHAM, 
N, C., Dec. 7.—(#)—The University 
of North Carolina’s 1929 | footbalt 
eleven brought a successful season to 
a climax this afternoon by outsmart- 
ing and outplaying its chief state 
rival, Duke University, to roll up a 
48-to-7 victory. A crowd of 13,000 
saw the game. 

The spectacular backs of the Tar- 
heels at all times were able to smash 
or pass their way to scores against 
the Blue Devils.. To mention stars 
would necessitate a roll call of Chuck 
Collins’ backfield, for Nash, Branch, 
Ward, Magner, Spaulding, House, 
Jackson, Erickson and Slusser each 
played a big part in enabling the 
Heels to wind up their 1919 season 
with only one defeat, that at the 
hands of the University of Georgia, 
19 to 12. 

The win this afternoon clinched 
without dispute the claim of the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina to the state 
championship of North Carolina. 

CAPTAIN KISTLER OUT. 

The Blue Devils today were with- 
out the services of Captain Harry 
Kistler, suffering with a game knee, 
but Kid Brewer, Bill Murray, Sam 
Buie, Mel Peeler, Bob Thorne and 
Don Hyatt all acquitted themselves. 

North Carolina scored within five 
minutes aiter the game __ started. 
Branch took a punt in midfield and 
returned it to Duke's 35-yard line. 
Nash and Ward successively hit the 
line in a series of drives—with Ward 
heaving one pass to Nash—to put the 
ball on the 22-yard line. Nash then 
slipped through the Duke eleven and 
stepped the distance to the goal. Duke 
was offside when Spaulding missed

From that point on the game was 
Tromp for the Tarheels. Long 
gains followed long gains and the 
touchdowns rolled up with monoton- 
ous regularity. After one in the first 
period, two were shoved across in 
each remaining period. 

_ Duke scored its lone’ touchdown 
just before the first half ended. Duke 
had the ball on the 50-yard line and 
Hayes punted to Wyrick, of Carolina, 
who took the ball on his own 10-yard 
line and raced back down the field 
28 yards. A North Carolina player, 
however, -was ruled as roughing a 
Duke player unnecessarily on North 
Carolina’s 30-yard line and the 25- 
yard penalty, imposed from the point 
of occurrence of the foul, gave Duke 
the ball on Carolina’s 5-yard! line. 
Brewer smashed the line for a touch- 
down and then added the extra point 
by the same method. 

North Carolina made 14 first downs 
Duke tried 19 passes 
and completed 3, while North Caro- 
lina tried 9 and 5 were good. The 
Tarheel backs gained an aggregate 
of 265 yards on line plays and Duke 
plungers and runners got 71.

tion of a few games which are staged to prove that pigskin and roses can 
go together in California (and what of it?), the football rules commit- 
tee might give some thought to a reconsideration of the new fumble rule. 


‘It might, but probably nothing will be done about it. The Volstead act is 


a living demonstration that it is easy enough to get a bad law passed in 


| the United States, but that it is almost impossible to get it repealed or 


modified. 


And so the new fumble rule probably will stand. The influence of the 
coaches put it over, and now that it is in the rule book it probably will re- 
main there. Still, one can continue to squawk. This will not be effective 
in any way, but a certain amount of squawking is good for the disposi- 
tion and it might help to deter the rules committee from passing some 
more idiotic innovations. 


There are plenty of these in contemplation. There is Mr. 
Glenn Warner's new system of scoring, which would change what 
started as a natural game to a sport suited to Mr. Warner’s sys- 
tem of coaching. It might also be of some assistance to Mr. Gil 
Dobie, of Cornell. 


There is another phase of the character of Knute Rockne, of Notre 


| Dame, that is to be commended now that a general commending of Mr. 


Rockne seems to be going on. So far as 1 know, the coach of Notre Dame 
never has tried to influence the workings of the rules committee. He 
takes the rules as they come, hot off the press, after the solons make 
them almost coherent, and he works out his strategy from them. Any 
old rules seem to be quite satisfactory to Mr. Rockne. He is the world’s 
champion puzzle solver. Anyone who can solve the puzzles of the foot- 
ball rules committee certainly can claim that title. 


While I have spent most of the football season in a horizontal position, 
which is conducive to contemplation in excess, | saw enough football 
games to satisfy myself that the new rule produced static in a-game that 
once was all action. I do not criticize the rule because it might deprive 
the spectators of some thrills. I believe that this game belongs to the 
men who play it and that the spectators are not to be considered in any 
way. 


_ Intercollegiate football was designed to develop some certain quali- 
ties in the men who play it and not to make a Roman holiday for old 
grads and their friends. Of course, it has strayed considerably from the 


| main objective. Some day, perhaps, it will stray too far. 


What I resent is the hypocrisy behind this new rule. The 
committee insists that it was passed for the benefit of the players. 
They argued that it was unfair to penalize an entire team for the 
error of one man. They insisted that frequently the entire college 
career of a football player was blighted because he fumbled a ball 
at a crucial point and the fumble cost the loss of a game to his 
team, 


It sounds highly humanitarian and all that sort of thing. But the fact 


/remains that in any game there are chances of the contest being lost Lo 
orton 


through the error of one man. If all the men on both teams played per- 


—., 


fectly there would be no Scoring. The men must be trained not to make | 


errors, or if they must—and some of them probably will—they must be | 


trained to realize that anybody might make an error. Also the non- 
combatants at football games should be taught.not to be so put out 


about it that they will force a player making a fumble to feel that he 


should slink back to the fraternity house and commit harakiri. 


The passage of this rule is a tacit admission that intercollegiate foot- |

Cub Star Is Honored by 
National League for 
Second Time.

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—(/)—Rogers 

Hornsby, slugging second baseman of 
the pennant-winning Chicago Cubs, 
has been voted the National league's 
“most valuable player” for 1928, 

The announcement of his selection 
by the vote of a baseball writers’ com- 
Inittee, of which James Crusinberry, 
of Chicago, was chairman, came from 
the National league offices today. It 
is the sixth and last official award 
by the league, carrying with it a 
bronze medal and cash prize of $1,000. 

Hornsby takes the honor for the 
second time and is the only player to 
repeat in either major circuit in this 
contest which, as a result of critcism 
of the selections, has now been aban- 
doned by both the American and Na- 
tional leagues.

and 31 minutes. This new mark beats 
a former record held by another car 
by 8 hours and 9 minutes. Cannon 
Ball Baker, chief test pilot for Frank- 
lin, was behind the wheel of the air- 
cooled car, which has added a new out- 
standing record to its already long 
list of major records and again proved 


the efficiency of air cooling. 


In this new record run the Frank- 


lin beat the*time of the fastest trains 


bv 8 hours and 29 minutes and made a 
highly favorable showing with the 
combination train and airplane time of 
48 hours. 

Baker was checked out of New York 
city by Western Union timers on Mon- 
day night at 8:30 and arrived in Los 
Angeles at 3:01 p. m. Wednesday, av- 
eraging 46.89 miles an hour for the 
trip. Not for an instant during the 
terrific grind which carried the Frank- 
lin over the greatest mountain ranges 
in America as well as across plains, 
deserts of the far west and through 
crowded city traffic, was the engine 
stopped. In all kinds of weather, 
including rain, wind, snow and helow 
zero temperatures, the air-cooled en- 
gine developed the great power neces- 
sary to sweep the Franklin to another 
imposing world recrod for fast trans- 
continental travel. 

When Baker pointed the nose of the 
air-cooled Franklin sedan out of New 
York with the great open spaces of 
the west thousands of miles ahead of 


him, he immediately encountered ad- 
verse weather conditions, Sweeping 


across the Allegheny mountains of 
Pennsylvania, the heavy rains made 
the roadways perilous for fast travel. 
Knowing the safety of the Franklin, 
however, Baker gave it the wide open 
throttle. At times the car met strong 
head-winds, these conditions prevailing 
until the car headed out of St. Louis 
for Topeka and Dodge City, where 
better weather prevailed with a de- 
cided drop in temperature. 

Across Colorado, New Mexico and 
Arizona the Franklin continued its 
great speed and power development, 
finally crossing the California state 
line with the goal near at hand. Just 
as the watches of the official Western 
Union timers at Los Angeles clicked 
3:01 p. m. on Wednesday, Baker 
brought the Franklin to the finish line 
and again established the power, stam- 
ina, speed and all around dependa- 
bility of the air-cooled Franklin. 

“I have completed nearly 100 trans- 
continental runs in my motor experi- 
ence, but never before have I been be 
hind the wheel of a car that gave 
such a great demonstration of its pow- 


er and high sustained speed,” Baker 
said at the completion of the run. 
“Through all kinds of weather and 
over every type of road the air-cooled 
power plant produced a great flow of 
power, which brings the Franklin to 
another outstanding road record, Not 
once during the entire trip was the 
engine stopped nor was the hood even 
raised until the end of the journey. It 
is a remarkable record established by 
a remarkable car.”

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b ' Many Assassinations Prove 
2 Spark To Light III 


Feelings. 


BY ROBERT SAGE. 
(Chicago Tribune Press Service.) 
SOFIA, Dec. 7.—A new series of 

political assassinations in Bulgaria, 
coupled with the bitter discontent of 
some 100,000 Bulgarians living against 
their will just inside the Serbian fron- 
tier, has reopened the 40-year-old 
Macedonian question and created a 
situation along the Bulgarian-Jugo- 


Slavian border of such tension as@to 
provide a constant menace to the 
peace of Europe. With the two tradi- 
tionally inimical countries uncompro- 
misingly opposing each otker, with 
two provinces of Macedonian Bulgaria 
in a state of siege and with a yast 
Jugo-Slavian army patrolling the up- 
per stretches of the Serbo-Bulgarian 
frontier, the situation is at present in 
an impasse that seems to offer no 
Way out other than a new war and 
another peace conference. 


The Balkans served as the spark 
that ignited the world conflagration 
in 1914. Today the territories which 
Huigaria was forced to cede to Jugo- 
Slavia in 1918 remain a flint that 
only needs a trifle of friction in order 
to start a new blaze in the highly 
inflammable Balkan states. 

Qn the Greco-Bulgarian frontier, 
the Macedonian unrest appears quiet- 
el down for the time being. But on 
the Serbo-Bulgarian frontier there is 
a continually smouldering fire which 
is ready to burst into flames at the 
slightest provocation. 

New Tinder Box. 

When the treaty of Neuilly pushed 
the Serbian borderline still farther 
into Bulgaria, cutting through houses, 
farms and villages and placing nearly 
half a million indignant Macedonians 
and Bulgarians under Jugo-Slavian 
jlomination it created a tinder box at 
Kurope's least fireproof spot. 

Jugo-Slavia, frankly alarmed at 
Mussolini's “surrounding” policy and 
‘believing that Italy, in addition to 
striking up a strong friendship with 
Bulgaria, is slipping money to the 
Macedonian bands, is attempting to 
“Serbize’ her new subjects—and the 
uncompromising methods used are per- 
haps the main cause of the present 
sputters along her eastern’ border. 
Bulgaria, on the other hand, has 
hopes of some day regaining her lost 
territory, and consequently she tacit- 
ly encourages her former subjects who 
are struggling to escape from Jugo- 
Slavian rule. When it is recalled that 
Bulgaria, together with Hungary and 
Albania, is on very good terms with 
fascist Italy and that Jugo-Slavia, as 
a member of the Little Entente, is al- 
lied with France, the possible inter- 
national consequences of an outbreak 
on the line which separates the hos- 
tile Serbs and Bulgarians may be 
viewed with some dismay. 

Pests of Bulgaria. 

If such an outbreak fails to occur 
it will be thanks neither to the Sofia 
nor the Belgrade governments. The 
Macedonians may be the pests of Bul- 
garia, but they are also the national 
heroes and they boast with some jus- 
tice that they are “more Bulgarian 
than the Bulgarians.” This being the 
case, and since most of Bulgaria’s 
leading men are Macedonians, with 
the Macedonian interests at heart, the 
government is powerless to act against 
them. The same thing applies to the 
Bulgarians now in Jugo-Slavia, whose 
discontent is considered the natural 
emotion of patriots and martyrs. 

It is within the power of Jugo- 
Slavia to settle the problem in a fairly 
satisfactory manner by permitting the 
Bulgarians and Macedonians within 
her boundaries to choose their own 
language, follow their native cus- 
toms, have their own schools and 
meeting places, and choose their place 
of residence. But Belgrade shows not 
the slightest intention of making any 
such move. Her probl»m is similar to 
that of France in regard to Alsace- 
Lorraine—to absorb’ citizens of an- 
other nationality into the life of the 
country—and she is grimly determ- 
ined to accomplish this task regard- 
less of the cost. Moreover, she is 
doubly set on “Serbizing” the Mace- 
donians for the reason—at least, so it 
is claimed—that she has dreams of 
eventually winning a southern port 
through Salonika, and in the mean- 
lime she is attempting to pave the 
Vardar corridor to the Aegean sea 
with a homogenous population, 

Resist Oppression. 

To offset the efforts of the Jugo- 
Slavians to absorb them the Bulgari- 
ans continue to resist every move of 
their “oppressors,” even at the ex- 
pense of having still further obstacles 
wiaced in the way of their freedom. 
As for the Macedonians, the solutions 
to the problem offered by them fall 
into the category of pure idealism. 
They are: 

1. The creation of ar. independent 
Macedonian state, to be a protectorate 
of the league of nations. (Such a 
state—-to the creation of which Bul- 
varia is agreeable—would take in the 
entire south of Serbia; a slice of Al- 
bania to the west and Bulgaria to the 
east; a chunk from the center of 
Greece, cutting that country into two 
parts, like Prussia and East Prussia, 
and the port of Salonika.) 

2. The granting of an antonomous 
Macedonia in a Jugo-Slavian federa- 
tion, 

3. The granting of an autonomous 
Macedonia in a Balkan federation.

December Is Month of Memories, 
So Writes Brilliant State Editor 


of Augusta, State Editor. 

December is a month of memories. 
First, it marks the greatest natal day 
in the history of the world—that of 
the Great Master, and in memorializ- 
ing Him we have in mind—“as you 
have done it unto the least of these, 
my brethren, you have done it unto 
Me.” 

Before the editor, as she writes, is 
a copy of the “South’s Oldest News- 
paper,” the Augusta Chronicle of 
Thursday, December 12, 1889-—40 
Every column of the yel- 
lowed sheet is marked with broad 
black bands indicative of the fact that 
an illustrious one has passed. News- 
papers don’t do that any more; it 
doesn’t mean that sentimentalism has 
gone from the hearts of man, but that 
in the growth of the great nation, 
space must be considered in newspa- 
pers. 

The mourning, as mentioned above, 
was for the south’s only president, 
Jefferson Davis, and a streamer on 
the front page told the world that 
“Metairie Holds the Dust of Jeffer- 
son Davis and One Vast Funeral Pro- 
cession Stretches From the Potomac 
to the Rio Grande,” while the hgad of 
another of many stories was: “New 
Orleans Wept With Baltimore; and 
Fernandina Mourned With St. Louis.” 

Yea, it’s a month of memories; but 
we can best remember by deeds, not 
thoughts. Mrs. H. M. Franklin, pro- 
gram chairman, brings to mind many 
things that may emphasize our De- 
cember gatherings—“Life On the Old 
Plantation,” “Christmas Before the 
War,” “A Corn Shucking,” as de- 
scribed by Alexander Stephens to his 
brother, Linton, in a letter, and other 
subjects dealing with the south before 
the sixties. 

In the same edition one notes a 
sentence in an editorial by the editor, 
the late Patrick Walsh, himself a gal- 
jJant soldier of the Confederacy: “Their 
ranks are thinning before an enemy 
more remorseless than shot = and 
shell.” 

That was 40 years ago, when the 
average veteran must have been in 
stalwart middle age. ‘Those of today 
are not able to respond to the bugle’s 
call or artillery’s thunderous sum- 
mons—but only to the tolling bell. 
But their descendants will remember 
“those who fought with Jackson and 
faced the fight with Lee,” and at 
Christmas every survivor residing in 
a city or town in which a U. D. C. 
chapter exists, will know that his 
deeds of valor are not forgotten and 
that, so long as he is remembered, his 
efforts were not in vain. 

So, again, as we memorialize Him, 
we are following His commands when 


we are remembering “the least of 


these.” 


Every woman who attended the con- 
vention in Biloxi, was impressed with 
the beautiful memorial to the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy as pre- 
sented during the impressive memorial 
hour by Mrs. Walter 8S. Coleman, of 
Atlarita, honorary life president of the 
division. Every auditor was impressed 
with its beautiful diction, and the 
spirit with which Mrs, Coleman, al- 
Ways gracious, always at ease, deliy- 
ered this masterpiece. 


A special appeal has been made by 
the Norman VY. Randolph relief fund 
for Confederate women, of which 
Mrs. Hugh B. McMaster, of Waynes- 
boro, is chairman. An enthusiastic 
member of the committee, Miss Ethel 
Lindsey, of Washington, Ga., urges 
every chapter to make a special ef- 
fort during 1930 for the Confederate 
women. This does not mean neces- 
sarily those who are enjoying the com- 
forts of the home, but the residents of 
the community in which chapters are 
located. 

“Just remember that the Christmas 
season is a time to help them,” she 
writes. It might be well to note, too, 
that the chairman has had recent re- 
quests for help, that were necessarily 
ignored, because of lack of funds. 


That the Louise Heard chapter, C. 
of C., of Elberton, is emulating those 
who were the subject of one of the 
nation’s very old poems, which begins: 


“What little folks can do, 
We'll try to make you see’”’— 


is shown in the fact that the chapter 
not only is accomplishing, but that 
in Virginia Bell it has a most enter- 
prising reporter, for this chapter 
proudly holds the Harris loving cup 
for publicity, and Virginia naively re- 
marks: “We hope to hold it another 
year.” Not only in promptly sending 
reports of the chapter work do these 
daughters in embryo excel, but the 
chapter #ent a box of canned goods 
to the Confederate Soldiers’ home in 
Atlanta for Thanksgiving and every 
veteran and widow of a veteran in the 
county received a Thanksgiving card. 


For a chapter to report a “grand 
attendance” at this day of rush and 
liurry—not to mention the many meet- 
ings that conflict—is what might be 
termed in slang parlance, “going 
some,” but Sylvania chapter’s press 
chairman used those very words in 
reporting its meeting of the past week. 
This patriotic body of women added a 


substantial sum to the treasury by 
sponsoring a cafeteria at a carnival 
given for the benefit of the P.-T. A. 
one afternoon and night. “Our regu- 
lar meeting,” writes the press chair- 
man, “was taken up with plans for 
our work at the carnival.

view; and ever since she has borne 
the mark of the ordeal, frequently 
finding it convenient to skulk through 
alleys and dark places. 


With sadness inexpressible, the fact 
was recorded on the minds of the 
members of Chapter A, Augusta, the 
past week, that the few who survive 


to “carry on” are not so virile as 
they have been. 

For several years, following’ the 
happy suggestion advanced by Judge 
Oswell Eve, ordinary of Richmond 
county, who bears the sobriquet, ‘‘The 
Veterans’ Friend,” the members of 
the chapter have assembled at their 
hall in the courthouse, when the vet- 
erans and their widows would call for 
their pensions and be served with 
sandwiches and hot coffee. As the or- 
dinary’s office is but a few steps from 
the hall, and many made the journey 
of 20 miles or more, this service was 
one greatly appreciated. 

Last week, however, although the 
chapter was ready, as usual, to serve, 
there were no guests to partake of 
its hospitality; they were not able to 
make the journey, and Judge Eve 
himself, though it means traveling 
many miles, delivered the pension at 
their homes.

Each Man Feels His Own Sin. 
Having had much experience in 
dealing, spirit to spirit, mind to mind, 
with so-called “sinners,” I have 
reached the prgfound conviction that 
it is up to e ‘man to feel his own 
sin. 


In the first place there is a neces- 
sary distinction between moral and 


legal turpitude. A sin may be a 
crime, but every thought and act com- 
monly called a sin is not a crime. 
Generally, however, all those acts 
which the human consensus catalogs 
as crimes are sins against some per- 
son or some rule of common action 
made by competent authority. 


The most comprehensive and under- 
standable definition of sin ever given 


to men is that in the first epistle of 
John, in the fifth chapter and seven-

How the Kellogg Pact Works; Industrialists and War; 
Who Owns the Poles? Out of the Rhineland.

We cannot in all conscience regret 
that Russia did not continue her war- 
like activities in Manchuria. The aims 
of peace are as a rule vastly more im- 
portant than the aims of war, yet it is 
not in keeping with the spirit of peace 
to sacrifice human lives to attain its 
ends. The Manchurian situation, how- 
ever, offered nearly ideal conditions 
for the testing both of the covenant 
of the league and the pact of Paris. 


It would have involved less loss to 
the other nations to have entered a 
League boycott against Russia than 
against any other state. Except for 
Japan, the same would be true of a 
boycott against China. The govern- 
ments at Nanking and Moscow are

It is said that John Randolph 
Tucker, of Virginia, was the only man 
who ever dared to tell a humorous

Last Sunday morn- 

ing when millions of our people read 

the thrilling account of Commander 

Byrd and his intrepid companions’ 

flight to the south pole, how many 

people raised the question, “What will 

he do with it now that he has caught 
it?” 

Response to a Dare. 

The answer will come from many 

branches of physical science. Geog- 

raphers and geologists, meteorolo- 


gists and mechanicians, aeronauts and 
astronomers, and a host of others, 
will be aided directly and indirectly 
by the experiences of these daring 
pioneers. Yes, they will bring back 
a great deal of the south pole, in the 
form of pictures, charts, and notes. 
Time alone will reveal the full value 
to the scientific world of this expe- 
dition. The earnest and intelligent 
pursuit of knowledge in any field is 
a contribution to the world’s spiritual 
wealth, whether its immediate prac- 
tical use is revealed or not, 


Nevertheless I am ‘convinced that 
when we come to estimate the real 
value of this thrilling achievement, it 


can never be tabulated in terms of 
technical knowledge, nor find expres- 
sion in learned treatises. There is a 
sense in which the scientific data 
which these men will gather will be 
au justification for the time and ex- 
pense, the suffering and the sacri- 
tice, which it has all cost. But I am 
raising the question whether Byrd or 
any of his party sat down and 
weighed the value of the scientific 
knowledge which was to be gained, 
against the supreme difficulties and 
dangers of this superb enterprise. I 
am convinced that the man who would 
do that would not, and could not, 
reach the south pole. 


I do not for a moment underrate 
the pure motive of the _ scientific 
spirit in its pursuit of knowledge. 


The world owes a priceless debt to 
those calm and persistent minds which 
have pursued with unselfish devotion 
their search for truth. Nevertheless, 
I insist that when Byrd and Bal- 


chen, June and McKinney, fought 
their way upward 11,000 feet through 
the narrow gorge of that antarctic 
glacier, lightening their plane by dis- 
carding pounds of precious food, that 
they might barely “balloon over” the 
jagged heights of that mountain range. 
which separated them from their cov- 
eted goal, the urge which lifted them 
was not the motive of scientific re- 
search, but the dynamic of a dare. 
The distinction, I grant, is delicate, 
but nevertheless definite. It was not 
the value of what was on the other 
side of the mountains, which sum- 
moned these heroic spirits. It was 
not something which they would get, 
when they had cleared in safety those 
icy peaks. It was the lure of the 
unknown, the dare of difficulty, the 
challenge of danger, the call to the 
spirit of adventure. 


The Stuff of Heroes. 
Is it not significant, too, that there 
has been an almost universal response 
of admiration to this heroic achieve- 


ment? It is a response from those 
who have nothing of the scientific 
spirit, and who know and care noth- 
ing for the scientific results. It is 
a vivid evidence of the spirit of ad- 
venture, and the sensitiveness to a 
dare, which is more or less latent 
within us all. How early it finds ex- 
pression in the refusal of-a boy to 
“take a dare.” Or in that popular 
game of youth, “follow your leader.” 
Do we not find here the philosophy 
of the widespread popularity of gam- 
bling? It is the survival of the spirit 
of adventure, and the sensitive re- 
sponse to a call to risk. Here is 
a genuine danger of our overcrowded 
civilization. There is not room for 
out-of-door games, with their risks and 
adventures. Every instinct has its 
appetite, which must be satisfied. The 
adventurous instinct must be fed on 
risk. When no such food is offered 
in the form of a wholesome game, or 
an adventurous enterprise, the 
wretched substitute of risking money 
is taken to satisfy this wholesome 
longing of the spirit. It is a genuine 
tragedy that those who might fly the 
Atlantic with a Lindbergh, or cross 
the Queen Maud mountains with a 
Byrd, have their spirits drugged and 
satisfied on the emotional excitement 
of betting on a game, which others 
play, or risking money on the turn of 
a wheel, or on the movement of a 
market. 

Of course the spirit of adventure 
ceases to be a game, and becomes a 
heroic achievement, when it takes its 


risks for others, or dares danger on 
behalf of a great cause. The es- 
sence of heroism is unselfishness. That 
which wins our admiration for the 
hero is his carelessness of his own 
safety, and thoughtlessness of his own 
welfare. Indeed it is only when one 
has lost his self-consciousness and is 
possessed by the consciousness of a 
great purpose, that all of his facul- 
ties and forces are free for the ac- 
complishment of his purpose. I am 
sure that this was what Jesus meant 
when He said that only “he who 
would lose his life shall find it.”

For the production, in which no line was spoken aloud, the 
Criterion theater was transformed into a cathedral. Black-gowned 
women in Spanish mantillas ushered you to your pew, treading 
majestically on the stone-flagged pavement. Two enormous wheel- 
windows—similar to the famous ones at Rheims—shed their blue 
sunshine, flecked with rose, and green, and gold, far down upon 
the crowds in the church beneath. 

The magnificent four-hour pantomime was second only to the stage 
and scenic effects, which seemed nothing short if miraculous themselves. 
In one scene, 900 people, ail clad in cloth of gold, are on the stage at 
once. In another a banquet is shown against a background of phospores- 
cent, lurid, many colored, irregular-shaped pieces of glass.

Woman Sculptor 


At High Museum 


Visitors to the High Museum of 
Art this afternoon will be treated to 
the unusual in lectures when Mrs. Leo 
M. Strauss, of Memphis and Atlanta, 
not only lectures on the principles of 
sculptuge, but at the same time dem- 
onstrates those principles by con- 
structing a figure in clay as she talks. 

Mrs. Strauss, one of the most dis- 
tinguished of southern sculptors, will 
build the framework for this figure 
and model its outlines in clay, with 
bronze figures beside her to show how 
the finished work will appear. She 
will center her talk on the importance 
of correct drawing to sculpture, show- 
ing how essential it is to third di- 
mensional work, and also how neces- 
sary sculpture, or third dimensional 
work, is to the student who would 
perfect drawing technique.

ailments---would he if he could? Perhaps 
it doesn’t make a great deal of difference whether he 
would or not. However, this particular advertisement 
is an example of a practice that, to say the least, 1s 
unusual---for. The Atlanta Constitution is buying and 
paying for a full page advertisement in its own columns. 
The purpose of the advertisement is twofold, chiefly 
to indorse and express smypathetic cooperation with 
the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Scottish Rite Hospital 
for Crippled Children in: issuing the Christmas Gift 
Suggestion Number and, second, in order that this 
fine organization may earn that much additional com- 
mission. 

The Constitution seldom issues a special edi- 
tion of any character. It avoids such isssues as a gen- 
eral rule. But the publication of the Rotogravure sup- 
plement issued by the Auxiliary last year was such a 
tremendous success and benefit to the Hospital fund 
that the Auxiliary again sought the cooperation of The 
Constitution. This year however, it was determined 
that they should not limit their activities and earning 
capacities by offering only the Rotogravure supple- 
ment, but that they should include the entire Sunday 
Constitution.

Resistance on the part of both pro- 
ducers and consumers has placed the 
copper market in a virtual deadlock. 
Domestic fabricators continue to hold 
off from purchases even at the price 
concessions offered by customs smelt- 
ers, believing that November statis- 
tics will reveal small deliveries and 
increased sfocks. Producers maintain 
the quotation for electrolytic at 18 
cents delivered in the Connecticut val- 
pley. Claims are advanced that mine 
curtailment recently put into effect. 
while not reflecting in November or 
even December statistics, will place 
copper in a strong position in 1930. 
Moderate sales have been made to for- 
eign consumers. 

Tin prices continued to decline and 
the markets both at New York and 
London went into new lows for the 
year. The weakness was explained 
only by the fact that offerings again 
exceeded the demand.

It is said that 18,000,000 men and 
women have been in the market, all 
eager to supplement the rewards of 
energetic toil by “easy money.” 

From every part of its enormous 
territories the American publie has 
been following the game. Horse rac- 
ing, baseball, football, every form of 
sport or gambling ceded its place to a 
casino whose amplitude and splendors 
make Monte Carlo the meanest midget 
in Lilliput. 

No pages of the nnumerable news- 
papers which cater to the public taste 
are more prominently or carefully 
printed, more eagerly and more ear- 
nestly studied, than those which re- 
cord the daily operations of the stock 
markets,

Workmen of every class, brain or 
hand; the chauffeur, the tram con- 
ductor, the railwayman, the waiter, 
all have had their open accounts, and 
so very often have their wives. 

Even the trans-Atlantic steamers 
have their floating migratory ex- 
change, where seasick “bulls” and 
“bears” contend amid the heaves and 
lurches. Even English people have 
been known to participate from time 
to time in this recreation. 

Twenty Million Spectators. 

A speculative public numbering in 
the United States alone between fif- 
teen and twenty millions is, of course, 
utterly novel. Nothing approach- 
ing it has ever been seen or dreamed 
of since the world began, 

Nothing could stop these enormous 
multitudes when they came in full of 
ardor. Nothing could even delay 
them when swept by panic they 
streamed out. Nevertheless, the 
physical structure of the New York 
Stock Exchange has rules and regula- 
tions which have been framed with 
such massive strength and strictness 
that the perils of the situation are 
less formidable than would appear to 
European eyes, 

London has never attempted to han- 
dle such masses, Our people have 
not the wealth, nor is our machinery 
adapted to such strains. The Brit- 
ish workman beats and gambles on the 
turf and finds his bookmaker, legal or 
illegal, never far away. 
| But the American public concen- 
trates upon the stock markets, and it 
is as easy to buy shares few or many 
on margin as it is to buy a pound of 
tea; and far easier than to buy a mo- 
tor car or a talking machine upon the 
installment system. 

The personal relation between bro- 
ker and client, which is the staple of 
our old world business, has in the 
United States been superseded by iron 
rules which, while they facilitate ev- 
ery form of speculation, have nev- 
ertheless enabled the brokers to weath- 
er, with scarcely a shipwreck, the 
financial hurricane that ever blew. 

Before disparaging American meth- 
ods the English critic would do well 
to acquaint himself with the inherent 
probity and strength of the American

Was it wonderful that a poplation 
thus circumstanced and thus inspired 
should outstrip advancing reality, 
should prefer speculation to thrift, 
should try to live a year or two ahead 
of time, should consume and cast 
anway and make again. A blunder! 
We can repair it. Hideous losses! 
We can make them good. Ruins! 
Watch us rebuild them. 

To write thus of the solidity of the 
speculative apparatus or of the buoy- 
ancy of the speculating publie must 
not lead to any underrating of the dis- 
appointment and suffering which the 
recent violent collapse of values has 
brought to millions of American 
homes, The steady inflation of prices 
had gone on so long that ordinary 
people with busy lives and short views 
had readily and comfortably accept- 
ed its continuance as one of the reg- 
ular conditions of life, 


The worker who had deposited his 
35 per cent margin easily persuaded 


capital. He felt himself doing busi- 
ness on a large scale, like the great 
capitalists. Everyone round him was 
doing it, too. It all seemed so good 
and sound; gnd_ behind it lay the 
broad United States. 


And Then—Earth Trembled. 

An then—suddenly, the earth trem- 
bled, the chimney stacks fell, crashing 
into the streets, and many dead and 
wounded were carried away. Then, 
when it was assumed that all was 
over, came other shocks, heavier and 
heavier, and the fronts of buildings 
cracked or fell out, spreading havoc 
and panic in the crowded street. bil- 
lions of capital value were annihilat- 
ed in ten days; and all the small 
stockholders were ruthlessly sold out. 

And the women said to their hus- 
bands: “Sell out at all costs. Let it 
all go. You have your job or your 
Salary. Let’s keep the home.” 

Under my very window a gentleman 
cast himself down 15 stories and was 
dashed to pieces, causing a wild com- 
motion, and the arrival of the fire 
brigade. Quite a number of persons 
seem to have overbalanced themselves 
by accident in the same sort of way. 
A workman smoking his pipe on the 
girder of an unfinished building 400 
feet above the ground, blocked the 
traffic of the street below, through 
the crowd, who thought he was a 
ruined capitalist, waiting in a rest- 
ful and prudently withdrawn crescent 
for the final act. But all the time 
the steel skyscrapers stood. They 
scene, lectured the unfortunates who 
were earthquake proof! 

Then the bankers arrived upon the 
had lost their money, preached the 
virtues of thrift and the morality of 
speculation, and picked up the securi- 
ties that were lying about the streets 
in baskets and even in wagons, and 
took them home for safety to their 
vaults. Grim! 

Still, after all, no one can say the 
public was not warned. Many times 
did the federal reserve authorities de- 
nounce speculation and raise the rate 
to check it. Repeatedly Secretary 
Mellon declared the position unsafe 
and counselled investments in bonds. 

The British chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, with profound knowledge of 
the treasury behind him, stigmatized 
the proceedings as “an orgy.” A 
certain Mr, Babson, whose firm ad- 
vises the American public about the 
markets in much the same way as 
“Hotspur” tells our betting crowd 
about the turf, had the prescience, 
and what is more remarkable, the 
courage, to predict an imminent fall 
of at least 60 points in values. 

But all these warnings fell upon 
ears deaf to unwelcome tidings. ‘The 
American public have certainly been 
cleaned out; but they cannot say that 
they have been hoodwinked. 

I happened to be walking down 
Wall Street at the worst moment of 
the panic, and a perfect stranger who 
recognized me invited me to enter the 
gallery of the Stock Exchange., 
expected to see pandemonium, but the 
spectacle that met my eyes was one 
of surprising calm and orderliness, 

There are only 1,200 members of 
the New York Stock Exchange, some 
of whom have paid over a hundred 
thousand pounds for his ticket, These 
gentlemen are precluded by the strict- 
est rules from running or raising their 
voices unduly, 

So there they were, walking to and 
fro like a slow-motion picture of a 
disturbed ant heap, offering each other 
enormous blocks of securities at a 
third of their old prices and half their 
present value, and for many minutes 
together finding no one strong enough 
to pick up the sure fortunes they were 
compelded to offer. j 

It was refreshing to exchange this 
scene of sombre and for the moment 
almost helpless liquidation from a win- 
dow high in a titanic building, The 
autumn afternoon was bright and 
clear and the noble scene stretched to 
far horizons. Below lay the Hudson

the owner ought to get $6 on every $66 2-3 
of the old investment in order to give him 
$9 of income which can be used to buy 
the same commodities he would originally 
have bought with his $6 return. 

Of course, as securities are reissued at 
maturity, an adjustment is brought about 
between the face value, which is itself 
stated in dollars, and the yield. However, 
on the whole, as commodities rise in price, 
fixed rate securities tend to fall, and as 
commodities fall, fixed securities tend to 
rise. We have had a fall of prices since 
1920 of about 40 per cent, so that normaly 
an increase in securities (based on yield 
alone) should have occurred to the extent 
of about 40 per cent of 1920 values. But 
recent increases have been far greater, and 
there are, of course, many shares that have 
been selling at several times their old 
values. 


This change in values has been due to the 
admixture of a new element—the belief 
that future prosperity or future possible 
yields or future economies would greatly 
increase the productiveness of enterprises. 
Accordingly, security values have sought to 
anticipate these future gains in efficiency. 
What has happened of late has been that 
many persons have changed their minds 
about the extent and scope of these prob- 
able gains. They have recognized that it 
is out of the question to anticipate im- 
provements that may occur a quarter of a 
century ahead. Human intelligence cannot 
foreshadow changes that are likely to re- 
quire so long a time. So prices of securi- 
ties have tended to drop back to a point 
more nearly even with commodity prices. 

It may be very true that a public utility 

fasue will be able in future years to reap 
the results of increased density of popula- 
tion and of mechanical invention to an ex- 
tent that will warrant (other things being 
equal) a price of 300 for it, “but this is so 
far deferred that to try to represent the 
values today is like an effort between the 
years 1850 and 1900 to foreshadow the in- 
' greased value of land in New York city. 
The recent break has been therefore in 
part due to the cutting down of this period 
of anticipation to more reasonable limits. 

It is possible to measure the “losses” that 
have thus occurred, in some rough way at 
Jeast, if we remember that such measure- 
ments are not really a statement of losses 
but a statement of change in point of view. 
If we take the total of shares listed om the 
New York Stock Exchange and suppose that 
the quotations of October 1 could have been 
realized for every single share of stock 
outstanding for the .various companies 
there represented, and if we make the same 
supposition with respect to November 1. it 
will appear that the reduction that has 
taken place was from about $100,000,000,- 
000 to about $60,000,000,000, or a reduction 
of $40,000,000.000. This is customarily 
spoken of as an actual reduction of value 
or a loss of “money” or a disappearance of 
wealth. 

The inadequacy of any such idea plainly 
appears when we remember that no such 
figures could have been realized for the 
stocks Kad even a very small fraction of 
them been offered on the market. It was, 
in fact, the attempt to convert a small 
fraction of them (amounting on the largest 
day to less than 17,000,000 shares) into im- 
mediately available funds that brought on 
the drop in values. The hypothesis was an 
impossible one. It remained valid only so 
long as no more than a very few persons 
sought to test the accuracy of the money 
statement of the worth of these issues by 
selling them. 

Looking at the value of securities in an- 
other way. we can measure it by income. 
Suppose that the total annual dividends 
paid by all the companies listed on the ex- 
change amounted in cash at the beginning 
of October to a given sum; now would this 
compare with the total on November 1? It 
would, if anything, be larger on November 
1, as a good many companies had increased 
Gividends, many had authorized them for 
the first time, and still others had directed 
that extras be paid, while few had omitted 


or “passed” them. If the comparison be 


made on the basis of earnings the change 
between October 1 and November 1 will 
be very small. October, on the whole, was 
a better month in most American enter- 
prises than September. 

Computed in eithér of these wavs, the 
worth of the community's investment was 
larger after the panic than it was before. 
It is only in the wholly illusory sense of 
convertibility into actual money upon de- 


mand that the community can be said to 
have lost anything as the result of this par- 
ticular “panic.” 

Nevertheless, the effects of the “panic,” 
as already stated, are anything but imagi- 
nary, and, as on all such occasions, it is 
worth while to understand the process by 
which the community came to take a dis- 
torted view of the whole investment situa- 
tion. The whole change in position has just 
been shown to be a blunder in comparing 
securities and money. Looking back, it is 
easy to see now what was plainly stated at 
the time by those who were truthful with 
the public—that a beginning was made by 
the action of our banking authorities in 
giving the community too low a notion of 
the value of money. 

When interest was reduced to such fig- 
ures as 3 per cent or lower, under the 
influence of an unreasonably low discount 
rate, it was naturally difficult for the bank- 
er or for the individual to get an imeome 
through any process of direct lending. He 
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did much better for himself by putting his 
funds into a security that would yield him 
5 or 6 per cent. There were many who 
went further than this by borrowing at 
banks at very low rates or by getting their 
brokers to borrow at banks. They were 
then able to control several times the 
amount of their own capital in securities 
and hence to make several times the dif- 
ference between the going rate of interest 
and the retum on their security holdings. 


Of course, the effect of this demand was 
to put prices up and eventually to raise 
the rate of interest in the market. Under 
our present laws the sale of securities at 
any considerable profit results in the pay- 
ment of a tremendously heavy tax to the 
government. There was thus an indisposi- 
tion to sell on the part of large holders, 
which resulted in taking a great many 
shares out of the market. Those who want- 
ed to buy,therefore, had to supply their 
wants by raising prices tremendously.” »

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profit from appreciation, could continue 
only so Jong as the banks provided the 
necessary loans. It was easy enough in 
1926 and 1927 to get banks to furnish these 
funds. They were glad to do it because 
there was abundant buying power and be- 
cause they needed funds to pay dividends 
to their own stockholders. Then during 
1927 and 1928 came the extraordinary re- 


ductions in discount rates at reserve banks, 
so that a great quantity of speculative 
loans was transferred to them. 

The governor of the federal reserve board 
told congress and the public several times 
during 1928 that the loans granted on se- 
curity collateral were not too high and 
were well protected. And yet there was an 
end even to this source of supply. But 
when it seemed on the point of coming, 
during the late summer of 1928, European 
lenders, attracted by the high rates of in- 
terest in the United States, entered the 
market with great quantities of funds, and 
thus an additional supply, sufficient to Jast 
for a good while, became available. 


During the past summer European lJend- 
ers began to get alarmed and to start the 
withdrawal of their loans. The reserve sys- 
tem, moreover, had already raised its rate 
of discount at one or more banks, thus 
also shortening loans. 

Scarcity of funds, high rates and dis- 
couragement of further purchases_were thus 
the conditions which the buyer of stocks 
had to meet at the opening of the present 
autumn. Added to all this came a reac- 
tion in business—not very severe, for the 
earnings of most corporations wil] be 
higher im 1929 than they have ever been, 
but sufficient nevertheless to act as a warn- 
ing. It led some owners of securities, 
previously very optimistic, to retire. And 
thus prices began to move downward from 
the crest, which in a selected list of issues 
had been reached about the end of August. 


As prices fell the attitude of mind of all 
those whe had entered the market quickly 
changed. They also wished to sell; and, 
as they sold, the fictitious values which 
had been given to securities crumbled away, 
The result has been to shift the psychology 
of the public—its way of measuring or esti- 
mating values—back from the standard 
furnished by possible future increase of 
quotation to the standard furnished by in-" 
come yield. The change naturally leaves 
many persons stranded, because in bor- 
rowme to buy securities at high prices they 
had really invested their own funds in that 
excese or imaginary portion of value which 
had been created by an erroneous optimism, 

There have been many persons during 
recent months who have fallen into the 
habit of making a part of their income out 
of advances in the stock market, taking 
the proceeds to pay their expenses and to 
buy commodities. These persons will now 
necessarily have to fall back upon their 
actual earnings or receipts from incom- 
ing producing investments. 

The shift is difficult and in some cases 
represents almost a revolution to an in- 
dividual or a family. Yet it fis unavoidable 
and, generally speaking, is wholesome. It 
is always dangerous when any considerable 
group of persons in a community get into 
the habit of obtaining an income without 
giving anything in exchange. The large 
troops of persons who have spent most of 
the day in stock brokers’ offices are not 
likely to spend their time in that way in 
the immediate future. Their number cer- 
tainly will be greatly depleted. 

For a good while to come it will be much 
more difficult to “make money” in the mar- 
ket than had been the case prior to the 
vreat change in psychological attitude al- 
ready referred to. Financial houses which 
depenceac upon the savings of these small 
buyers and speculators to keep up their 
volume of business in a good many cases 
will have to go out of business or run for 
a good while at a loss because their ‘“over- 
heac” will exceed their income 

All this will cause some inconvenience, 
but, as President Hoover has said, the coun- 
trv is fundamentally sound and economical- 
ly strong. It will be able to bear, without 
great suffering, a process of reorganization 
that might wreck a less wealthy nation.

HEN the buliet fired at him by the 
crazy student member of the Sec- 
ond Internationale went wide of 

ee its mark, Prince Umberto, of 
Piedmont, must have reflected, not for the 
first time, that this business of being heir 
to a throne is no joke. 


Still, the successor to the headship of 
the thousand-year-old house of Savoy and 
the throne of Italy is luckier than most. 
He eseaped the assassin's bullet, which is 
more than the Archduke Franz Ferdinand

He shack- 
ed the dowagers three years ago by giving, 
with his sister, the Princess Giovanna two 
Gances in the Old Palace at Turin for 
young unmarried people only—no chap- 
erons allowed. 

He had an English nurse. and a dis- 
tinguished naval officer, Bonelli, for tutor. 
During the war the advisers of the state 
teok good care to associate the boy heir 
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with all the fighting forces, and he was 
sent on long cruises in Italian warships, 
taken to the station to see the soldiers off 
to the front, and shared with his father 
the rigors of military camps. When he 
was 17 Bonelli took him on a tour of Sardi- 
nia, Sicily, Tripoli and Cyrenaisa. Recent- 
ly the Marquis de Pinedo, hero of the 
double Atlantic crossing, taught him to fly. 

Since he came of age, at 18, rumor has 
betrothed him to several princesses, but 
gossip ha. always returned to the fair- 
haired Princess Marie Jose, whom he first 
met 12 years ago in Florence, whither the 
ll-year-old princess had come from the 
Ursuline convent in London te put in three 
years of study. 

Years later the two met again in more 
romantic circumstances at the royal hunt- 
ing lodge at San Rossore. The princess was 
now grown up, while Prince Umberto had 
said goodby to the last of his tutors and 
had his own establishment at Turin, a 
bachelor suite at the Quirinal, the king's 
palace in Rome, and an independent in- 
come of two million lire. Two years ago 
the attaches in the embassies began to lay 
odds on an eventual marriage when the 
Belgian princess appeared in public on the 
arm of Prince Umberto at the wedding at 
Naples of the Duc de Pouilles and Princess 
Anne of France. 

There was, however, a fly in the oint- 
ment, which would not have got in if these 
had been ordinary lovers.

Whether that is by his wish or 
Mussolini's will is neither here nor there. 
The relations between king and dictator 
may, however, be suggested by a tale which 
emerged from the recent Italian maneu- 
vers. 

As they watched the maneuvers together 
the king dropped his handkerchief. The 
Duce picked it up and gracigusly restored 
it. The king began to thank him seo effu- 
sively that Mussolini, puzzled, inquired if 
his royal companion bestowed any special 
value on this bit of fine linen. “Oh, yes,” 
replied the king energetically. “You cannot 
think«~how precious it has become to me 
since it is the only thing left that I am 
allowed to put my nose into!” 

And then there was the pope. The Bel- 
vian royal family are good Catholics, while 
the Italian roval family have for long been 
under the papal ban. After the assassina- 
tion of King Humbert in 1900, Victor Em- 
tnanuel did not exactly sweeten the rela- 
tions of the House of Savoy with the 
papacy by insisting upon the murdered 
monarch being buried in the Pantheon in 
Rome. It was suggested by the anti-Catho- 
lics when his first son was born fou? years 
later that the king should call thim the 
Prince of Rome: but Victor Emmanuel re- 
frained from adding to the sorrows of the 
church and named his heir Prince of Pied- 
mont 

If Mussolini and the pope could not make 
a deal it looked as if the lovers would never 
be able to get married. But after a lot of 
dickering the concordat was signed. The ob- 
jections of the pope disappeared. Mussolini 
was satisfied. And wedding bells are soon 
to round off the story. Not all royal ro- 
manees end so happily—or so sensibly 

Spain! An ancient line, the last of the 
Bourbon monarchies; magnificent casties, 
a Summer palace by the sea at Santanda, 
the tinest game preserves in Europe; a gay, 
entertaining, very human and  ~»pleasure 
loving mother-in-law, keen on clothes and 
chic: a handsome, fair, blue-eyed hetr 
Queen Victoria Ena of Spain was an Eng- 
lish princess’. 

Small wonder that the Prince of the As- 
turiaS has at various times been reported 
‘nygaged—t Prince lLieana of Rumania 
‘that young Enghlsh-educated girl for whom 
Queen Marie had great hopes of securing 
he British heir’, to the daughter of the 
Austrian Princess Marie Christine Saim- 
Salm, Princess Cecilia, and (when Alfonso 
XIl paid a visit to his cousin of Italy five 
years ago, to Princess Giovanna of [Italy 

Yet the Spanish helr remains unmarried 
He also remains strangely aloof. His father 
having accustomed his subjects to expec’ 
thei sovereign to have his relaxations and 
pleaty of them, is often in Paris aad Lon- 
duu, shopping, going to the show. dining, 


running up to Scotland for a deer stalk 
and house party gayeties with his English 
friends, the Duke and Duchess of Suther- 
land. The Prince of the Asturias, however, 
is never on these pleasure trips. Nor is he 
often seen on public occasions in Spain. Is 
there some mystery here? There is. 


The father of King Alfonso had galloping 
consumption and died before his son saw 
the light of day. Alfonso XIII himself was 
born with an affection of the ear. As a 
child he was so delicate that his life trem- 
bled in the balance. Kept away from all 
boyhood sports, he eventually outgrew this 
early weakness, and through his manhood 
has been exceptionally fit and well, able 
and indeed eager to undertake all kinds of 
strenuous sports and pastimes, from polo 
and hunting to long-distance motoring at 
high speeds. 

His first-born son had not, however, been 
long in the world before it was fairly gen- 
eral knowledge among the courts and 
chancellories of Europe that all was not 
well with Spain's heir. The disquieting ru- 
mors gained strength when it became 
known that a second son had come into the 
world deaf and dumb, but were somewhat 
quieted when the world learned that the 
Spanish heir was being brought up in the 
normal way of heirs-apparent. 


He was taken by tutors te visit factories, 
dockyards, museums, newspaper offices. He 
was taught to shoot and ride. At the flying 
school at Cuatro Vientos, near Madrid, he 
was initiated into the art of flying by two 
of the Spanish aces. In 1920 came an event 
which looked like killing forever these per- 
sistent rumors of an obscure and dangerous 
malady.

The woung prince marched with the regi- 
ment through the streets, shouldering his 
rifle like the rest of the men, and went 
through an elaborate ceremony—attended 
by the court, parliamentary and diplomatic 
notables, ambassadors, deputations of gar- 


risons, veterans of the regiment—et the 
Casa de Campo, swearing fealty as a soldier 
of the regiment. Keen and watchful eyes 
were upon him. He came through the ordeal 
with flying colors... . And yet rumor per- 
sisted. Im 1926 he was reported to be 
seriously ill 

What is wrong, if anything? Haemophilia, 
say the gossips.

Again in the following vear the embassy 
thought it necessary to issue a statement 
to the effect that the heir had never suf- 
fered either from deafness or dumbness, 
that his speech was perfect, that he pos- 
sessed a remarkable degree of intelligence 
and great social gifts. 


. On the point of haemophilia the state- 
ments were silent. 


It has for long been common gossip 
among diplomats that both Primo de 
Rivera and King Alonso are agreed on the 
necessity for a chanve in the succession, 
but differ as to the method. the dictator 
asserting that only a roval Gecree is neces- 
sary, while the farther-sighted king insists 
upon waiting until the thing can be done 
in constitutional manner by a bill voted 
by the Cortes and approved by the king. 

The second son, Don Jaime, has been 
taught to speak, but despite several opera- 
tions remains deaf. The Spanish law bans 
the next children, the Infanta Beatrice 
and her younger sister. It is therefore sug- 
gested that the cvown should pass te the 
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third son, Don Juan, a bright and appar 
ently sound youngster of 16. 

The ‘abdication of two princes, neither 
of whem has any strong desire to be king, 
and the substitution of a third son as heir- 
apparent look easy enough. But there are 
complications and dangers. If the Prince 
of the Asturias abdicated and subsequently 
married and had issue, his children would 
have a prior claim to the throne over the 
third son; and these things always lead te 
trouble, rival political parties seizing upem 
them for their own purposes. 


Meantime the Prince of the Asturias re- 
mains in the list of the bachelors. 


Denmark may be a small kingdom, but 
it is an unusually pleasant and safe ene, 
and the Crown Prince Christian, successor 
to the kingship of Slesvig-Holste(n-Seen- 
derbourg-Siycksborg, is a fine, manly young 
fellow; although a lively girl, fond of se- 
clety and the limelight, might find him 6 
bit retiring. 

He recently ran over to England, dined 
with the Prince of Wales, lunched with 
Baldwin and MacDonald and went along 
to Buckingham Palace for tea with King 
George and Queen Mary. (Other crown 
princes cannot do these things quite so 
casually and informally; but Prince Chrts- 
tian comes from the country and family 
which gave the lovely Alexandra, King 
Edward VII's bride, to England.) 

Newspaper offices searched their files 
for a photo of him and couldn't find ona 
They sent reporters out to report his move- 
ments and the reporters failed to spot him. 
With his bowler hat on the back of his 
blond Nordic head he went shopping with 
an equerry in Bond street; and no one— 
literally no one —recognized him.

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INCE Justice is defined as “the 
principle of rectitude and just 
dealing of men with one another” 
and “the strict and judicial ren- 
dering of what is due,” it is interesting to 
note how this principle was applied in the 
three cases to be narrated today. In each 
case one certain person—the deceased’s 


closest relative, in fact—was dragged by al- 
legedly suspicious circumstances into the 


pitiless light of Justice and subjected to a 


sensational investigation. 


In one of these dramas of suspicion the 
husband was accused of poisoning his 
wealthy bride. His accuser was the doctor 
who had treated the wife during her fatal 
illness. In the second case, a husband and 
wife disappeared at about the same time 
and subsequently only the husband turned 
up alive. The wife had been drowned. In 
the third case to be considered, the tem- 
pestuous domestic life of a supposedly ill- 
mated couple culminated in the fatal 
shéoting of the elderly husband, who, ac- 
cording to a witness, accused his young 
wife before he died. 


Let us see whether the accused persons 
were justly dealt with at the hands of so- 
ciety. 


Case No. 1 is that extraordinary drama 
involving the death of Mrs. Gertie Gorman 
Webb at the Westchester-Biltmore in 1923. 

Gertie Gorman was something of a blue- 
blood—to her misfortune. She was a de- 
scendant of the Price and Jennings fami- 
lies of Fairfield, Conn., and of Levi Holden, 
a lieutenant of Washington’s bodyguard 
and with his brother a founder of the Or- 
der of the Cincinnati. Her father was S. 
Jennings Gorman and her mother had been 
Gertrude Smith, daughter of Edmund A. 
Smith, financier. 


Grandfather Smith had passed on an 
estate of several millions of dollars to his 
daughter. Another misfortune, probably. 


The other chief character in the drama 
was Charles Webb, a small, pudgy man 
with fat cheeks and a weak voice, whose 
father, Charles Henry Webb, an author 
and journalist, had been literary editor of 
various New York newspapers, had founded 
the California, first literary journal estab- 
lished in that sfate, and had published 
Mark Twain's first book. Charles, Jr., was 
a graduate of Yale, class of 1897, had served 
in the Spanish-American War. and made 
and lost several fortunes in Wall Street. 
by the time he entered the scene as a 
suitor for the hand of the Gorman heiress. 

That was about 1912, when she was near- 
ing 30 and he 40. The Gormans lived in 
&@ house at 226 Madison avenue, Manhat- 
tan, opposite the Morgan residence. They 
had occupied the house for four genera- 
tions of Gormans, Since infancy Miss Gor- 
man had been leading an excessively she}

tered life under the watchful and appre- 
hensive eye of her proud mother. 

Mrs. Gorman from all accounts was the 
type who believes that no man is good 
enough to become a son-in-law. Plenty 
of young men had courted Gertie in her 
youth, but Mrs. Gorman had discouraged 
every suit and as the years passed she 
continued to keep her daughter completely 
ignorant of things girls usually learn while 
still in their teens. 


All of which, according to the daughter's 
closest confidantes, had a most appalling 
effect. 


Mrs. Gorman opposed Webb's suit, but 
Webb, it seemed, was one swain who would 
not be discouraged. He continued to dance 
attendance upon this super-repressed wom- 
an. When the mother died in December, 
1920, he was still on the scene. 


Married Two Years After Mother’s Death. 


They were married November 4, 1922, 

The reader will note that almost two 
years passed between the mother’s death 
and the marriage. Miss Gorman, habitual- 
ly timid and uncertain, from all accounts 
shrank from marriage for the reason that 
her mother’s influence still exerted its pres- 
sure. If she could have done so, Miss Gor- 
man would perhaps have preferred to con- 
tinue the friendly, platonic arrangement 
that had been in force so long. But Webb, 
naturally enough, disapproved, and so final- 
ly she succumbed. 

The marriage changed Webb's status 
somewhat, for though his bride continued 
to manage the numerous realty holdings 
and construction corporations controlled by 
the estate, he took a much more intimate 
part in the family’s business affairs. Mrs. 
Webb was-said to be worth about $2,000,- 
000 when she married, most of it in in- 
herited real estate. 

We know little of their married life. 
Various hints appeared in the newspapers 
after the death, references to her “incredi- 
ble innocence” and “appalling story of her 
marital life’—whatever that meant—but so 
fax as the record goes nothing happened 
that might tend to picture Webb as an 
undutiful husband. Rather, it was his de- 
“eased mother-in-law who was put in an 
unfavorable light. 

So we come to the summer of 1923. 

In the middie of August they were in 
Sreenfield Hills, Conn., with Mrs. Webb’s 


aged father. Mrs. Webb planned to reno- 
vate her country home which had never 
been occupied by the family for any ex- 
tensive persod. It was while they were in 
Connecticut that she first complained of 
illness, It was this illness that killed her, 
and plunged her husband into a most 
ghastly investigation. 


According to.the reports as gleaned from 
Webb and other relatives after her death, 
she began on August 20 to have trouble 
with her eyes and to find herself becom- 
ing tired in the early morning. Webb took 
her to an eye specialist in New York and 
then to a physician, who diag@osed her ail- 
ment as kidney trouble—the same illness 
that had killed her mother? She spent five 
days in Roosevelt hospital and then, after 
two days in a hotel, went to the West- 
chester-Biltmore in Rye, N. Y. She seemed 
to feel much better. 


Then she had an attack of pneumonia 
and called in Dr. William J. Meyer, of 
White Plains, a more or less casual friend, 
and a business partner of Mrs. Margaret 
Johnstone, who had been Gertie Gorman’'s 
best friend since childhood. Dr. Meyer 
saved her from pneumonia, but still she did 
not get well. He saw that there was some- 
thing else the matter with his patient, 
something that eluded all his efforts. Day 
by day she grew worse until he saw that 
she was going to die. 


Dr. Meyer in a subsequent interview 
stated that on the morning that Mrs. Webb 
died, an attendimg nurse reported to him 
“that there was a peculiar phase of our 
patient’s condition that had not hitherto 
manifested itself.” The nurse told him, he 
said, that in all her experience there was 
nothing to explain why such a condition 
existed. The doctor decided to make a 
more complete examination than he ever 
had before. 

He said that in the presence of Mrs. 
Johnstone and the nurse he went to the 
bedside and taking Mrs. Webb's hand, told 
her she was dying. He told her he wanted 
to ask her some very personal questions. 
For a long while she hesitated, he said, 
and then consented to answer them. 

“Gertie,” he said, according to his story 
to reporters, “something is the matter with 
you and I don't know what it is. Some- 
thing has gotten into your system that is 
killing you. Think back carefully now and 


tell me hav? you any idea what it might 
be. When you were up in Connecticut did 
you do any drinking?” 

“Yes, a little,” the patient murmured. 

“You mean yeu had an occasional high- 
ball or cocktail?” 

oe 

“And would it have been possible for any 
one to have put anything in those drinks 
without you knowing it?” 

“I don’t think so, no.” 

“How Did It Get Here?” Asked Meyer. 

“Well, at any time, in a cup of coffee or 
cocoa, would any one, do you think, have 
given you anything without your knowl- 
edge?” _ 

“No, I don’t think so,” she repeated. 


“Well, then, In God's name, Gertie, how 
did it get there?” he cried, according to his 
story. “Try hard, now. and see if you can 
remember any time, any place, any cir- 
cumstance under which anything might 
have got into your system.” 


Her head rolled back and forth upon the 
pillow. The way Dr. Meyer put it, she was 
“obviously hesitating even in the face of 
death to tell her secret.” 

“Remember, Gertie,” he prompted her, 
“vou are dying. It is very important that 
you tell me everything.” 

Then she reached for Mrs. Johnstone's 
hand, held it and whispered, according to 
the doctor, “Margaret knows.” 

“What was used?” he asked her then. 

“Tablets.” 

“What color were they?” 

“Blue, I think.” 

If this is all a bit mysterious to the 
reader, we are sorry. One must stick to 
the record. And one can't promise to make 
it any clearer. 


Gertie Webb died at 4:30 p. m. Septem- 
ber 25, 1923. Dr. Meyer reported the death 
as suspicious to Coroner Edward F. Fitz- 
gerald. his former brother-in-law. Judging 
from the reports, most of the conversations 
then and thereafter between Meyer and 
Fitzgerald were uttered in snarls, for there 
was no love lost between them

EWN tered the life of Captain Howard 
Milton Hartman immediately after 
the Samoa hurricane. The story of 
this great storm is an epic in itself, which 
trading vessels and three American and 
three German warships were piled high on 
the beach. Some of them were total wrecks. 
The schooner Tahieva, in which Captain 
Hartman, then a boy, was sailing with Cap- 
tain Monk, was salvaged with difficulty.

On the next day Goettler announced that 
the quantity of mercury found in the vis- 
cera of Mrs. Webb had been insufficient 
to cause death. 

“It would now seem,” said Coroner Fitz- 
gerald, “that suspicion is diverted from a 
man prominently mentioned as a suspect 
to another man who has been prominent 
in the case.” 

The grand jury heard ali the witnesses 
and on October 22 hetided’ tia sealed pre- 
sentment to Justice Joseph Morschauser. 
The report stated that the grand jury had 
filed a dismissal in the Webb case and 
added, “ordinarily a dismissal would suf- 
fice, but due to the widespread publicity 
that has been given this investigation, the 
grand jury feels that further report should 
be made.” - 

Reciting when the grand jury had begun 
and ended its investigations and listing all 
the witnesses, the presentment went on to 
Say: “After. ja careful study of the testi- 
mony we arg. convinced that the death of 
Mrs. Webb“Was due to natural causes. Ac- 
cusations been made before this body 
and throug! ¢ public press which, if true, 
would serioUsty affect the status of Charles 
Webb, the husband of the deceased. 

“We therefore deem it our duty to say 
emphatically that all these accusations are 
without the slightest foundation, and we 


fully and completely ¢xOherate Mr. Webb.” 


Subsequently Webb got the .estate-—total- 
ing $1.033,765 gross, and $630,267 net—but 
nevertheless one must conclude that he got 
rather a rough deal from society. Dr. 
Meyer, who died in 1927, one could also 
sympathize with for ever having mentioned 
the matter in the first place. [t was a 
deplorable affair from beginning to end.

Case No. 2 is that of Dr. Krnute-Houck, 
young psychiatrist of Washington, D. C., 


who also was involved in an investigation 
following the disappearance and death of 
his wife, Gladys. 

Mrs. Houck, 28 years old, disappeared 
from her Congress heights home about De- 
cember 16, 1926. Her husband, who had 
previously suffered from a nervous break- 
down and apparently recovered, told friends 
that his wife had vanished and that he 
was going to look for her. For two days 
he himself was seen no more. Then he 
was found apparently out of his mind in 
Hornell, N. Y. 


“Dead—dead,”’ he was muttering. “Ten 
thousand dollars?” And later, when he was 
questioned he babbled something about, 
“Trouble? Yes, there was trouble. We all 
have our troubles, don’t we?” He was also 
reported to have said: 


“J was brutal that night. 
was dirty and contemptible. 


I beat her. I

It was recalled that Dr. Houck, cairying 


. @ bundle, had approached the proprietor 


of a drug store over whieh he lived on the 
day, or the day after, his wife disappeared, 
and ‘asked for the porter. The porter was 
not about and he asked permission, it was 
said, to burn a bundle. Dr. Houck’s strange 
behavior aroused the druggist’s suspicions. 
He told Houck to leave the bundle on the 
porch and the porter would burn it later. 

When Houck had departed, the drug- 
gist, Dr. R. E. Varty, examined the bundle 
and found shreds of a kimono, a night 
gown and a blouse. The police identified 
these articles as having belonged to Mrs. 
Houck. 

Houck admitted, it was said, that he had 
ripped the clothes from, his wife’s back, 
but he couldn't give any clew to her where- 


abouts. “It would be only a theory, so 
what is the use of talking,” :he said. “I 
can't see through mountains and ledges, 


can 1?" He insisted that he loved her and 
wanted to find her, but intimated that if 
he knew where she was, he would keep it 
to himself. : 

The police -began searching the Potomac 
river. 

Mrs. Houck was still missing in March, 
1927, when Dr. Houck was released from 
Johns Hopkins hospital in Baltimore, where 
he had been und€ér treatment. He went to 
Wisconsin to stay with his mother, pend- 
ing further developments in the search for 
his wife. By now the police had become 
fully convinced that the woman was dead, 
though they did not accuse Heuck. 

The long search ended on March 23, when 
the body of Mrs. Houck was found in the 
Potomac. It was identified by calling cards 
on her person. An autopsy revealed ne 
marks of violence. Houck, who was visit- 
ing a cousin in Albany, Ore., at the time, 
was held in Oregon pending the action of 
the coroner's jury in Washington. It was 
argued that the authorities had no right 
to bring him back to the capital so long 
as there was no evidence that a crime 
had been committed. 

On March 29 the coroner's jury decided 
that Mrs. Houck had been drowned under 
circumstances unknown. 


Houck was. therefore set free and the case 

Case No. 3 concerns the marriage of 
Oliver Beardslee, elderly scion of an old 
colonial family, to 24-year-old Gladys Fos- 
ter, former telephone operator, afi the 
strange happenings on the night Beardsiee 
died with a bullet through his head. 

Oliver Beardsiee. of Bridgeport, Conn., 
was another sheltered child who never was 
able to call his sou! his own until after 
his parents died. He was a sSspinisterish 
old man before he was 40, Known as @ 
woman hater—stooped, sallow and bitter. 
But after his parents died in 1926, when 
he was 48, he announced that he was 
“going te see life’ and he proceeded to sow 
wild oats with all the abandon of a 20- 
year-old undergraduate. 


His inheritance consisted of the family

Oliver ‘fastened Wis affections upon young 
Gladys Foster, a golden-haired ex-telephone 
operator. * Among other things, he gave 
her an expensive limousine with a liveried 
chauffeur. One day in August, 1926, the 
chauffeur drove the two of them to the 
municipal building in New York and 
Gladys Foster became Mrs. Oliver Beards- 
lee. 

Rieteus Parties at the Old Homestead. 

If anything, life speeded up after the 
marriage. The Beardslees gave innumer- 
able riotous parties in the old homestead. 
Life became so hectic, in one way or an- 
other, that finally Oliver went to live in 
a hotel in Bridgeport and started an evic- 
tion action against his wife, who continued 
to occupy the ancestral mansion on King 
street. 

Next, he started divorce proceedings, and 
at about the same time some friends ap- 
plied to probate court and had John C. 


Wilcoxson appointed comservator of the 
estate. . 
Early tn 1927 Mrs. Beardslee filed sait 


to recover $25,000, alleging non-support and 
abandonment. In Apri] they reached an 
agreement—Beardsiee was to pay her $1,000 
and shé Was to release him from all claims 
and leave the house hy June 24, when she 
was to get another $1,000. That date came 


‘and passed. She remained i the house on 


King street, They became. teeenciled. 

They took up life together again just 
about where they had laid it down except 
that there was less cash than before. 

Beardslee passed from the scene on April 
25, 1929. 

Early on that morning Mrs. Beardsiece 
staggered up to Patro!man Robert Nairn, 
on duty near her home. and asked him for 
change of $5, as she wanted to make a 
telephone call. “I want to call a doctor,” 


she said. “My husband just shot himself!” 
The officer accompanied her back to the 
house after she mace the call. 


Beardsiee was iving in his night clothes 
on the floor of the bathroom. There was 
a bullet hole in his left temple. He was 
still alive. 

He died later in the day at the Bridge- 


port hospital, but he had a brief period 
of consciousness before he died, according 
to the police. In that brief moment, ac- 
cording to the police, the dying man told 
Detective Sergeant Patrick J. Flanagan that 
his wife had shot him. The wife was ac- 
cordingly taken into custody. 

Mrs. Beardslee denied that she had killed 
her husband. She said the reason he was 
shot in the left temple was because he 
was left-handed. She admitted that they 
had been quarreling. She said Oliver had 
been drinking a great deal. 


Medical Examiner H. Lebaron Peters dis- 
puted the suicide theory. He asserted it 
would have been impossible for such a 
wound to have been self-inflicted. . 


Subsequently, however, the police said 
they had been unable to uncover evidence 
to support Beardslee’s supposed charge 
against his wife. In the coronet’s inquést 
the widow told a story that proved some- 
what heart-rending to Coroner John J. 
Phelan, for she wept as she told how 
Beardslee had slapped her face and punch- 
ed her nose and thrown a piate at her on 
the night of the tragedy. 


Circumstances in Mrs. Beardslee’s favor, 
as breught out in the inquest, were her 
prompt action in giving the alarm, the dif- 
ference of opinion between Officer Flana- 
gan and Robert McGee, hospital orderly, as 
to the dying man’s mumbled statements, 
expert testimony showing that Beardslee 
could have fired the shot, testimony that 
the gun was so sensitive to trigger pres- 
sure that it might have been discharged 
accidentally, and the widow's apparent 
frankness and sincerity. 


On May 2 Coroner Phelan exonerated 
Mrs. Beardslee of all responsibility and con- 
sequentiy all charges were dropped.

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HERE is almost always some very 
good, sound reason for a family 
becoming famous. This, just as 
true in the case of flowers and 
shrubs as in the human race. So it is, that 
there are good reasons why the spirea 
family has become one of the most famous 
families among all of our flowering 
shrubs. 

A number of the spireas are planted al- 
most universally, and it is almost impossible 
to find a home that has more than one 
kind of plant that does not include one of 
the spireas. The major reason for their 
popularity is found in the fact that they are 
particularly easy to grow and require no 
especial care or attention. They will do 
well in almost any soil, will grow better 
and flower more satisfactorily if they are 
fertilized regularly twice each year with 
a mixture of sheep manure and bone meal. 
This mixture should contain equal parts 
of bone meal and sheep manure and should 
be applied at the rate of a big double hand- 
ful to each medium-sized plant. 

The uses to which this family may be 
put are legion. With only a very few 
exceptions it may be said that there is a 
spirea that will fit into any place where 
a plant is needed. The only objection is that 
they are not evergreens, but after their use- 
fulness throughout the entire summer, they 
are entitled to some rest. 


For tall backgrounds, two of the spireas 
may be used; Spirea Vanhouttel and Spirea 
Prunifolia. Spirea Vanhouttei is the most 
popular, most useful of all the hardy 
shrubs. It grows quickly to a_height of four 
feet and ultimately reaches six or eight 
feet. In time, a single plant will spread as 
much as 15 feet and each April will cover 
jtself with thousands of white flowers. The 
flowers are borne close to the stem and 
when in full blossom seem to weight the 
plant down to the ground with pounds 
of beauty. The leaves are dark green, 
rhombic-ovoid in shape, deeply toothed, 
small and attractive. These leaves are held 
on the plant wel! into the winter, some- 
times as late as the early part of Decem- 
ber. Its value is not only for tall back- 
grounds, but is also used for hedges, partial 
shade, specimen plants, adverse situations, 
cut flowers and foundation plantings. 
Spirea Prunifolia is very similar to the 
bridal wreath, except that the flowers are 
double in form. Because of its more upright 
growth, it is usually a little baren at the 
base and therefore needs an evergreen 
background and some dwarf shrub to hide 
its feet. Prunifolia blooms about 10 days 
earlier than Vanhouttei. 


For low growth there are three spireas 
that may be well used: Spirea Thunbergi, 
Spirea Anthony Waterer (shown in photo- 
graph) and Spirea Billiardi. Spirea Thun- 
bergi is one of the more dwarf spireas, 
gseidom growing more than three or four 
feet tall, extra early flowering, dainty foli- 
age. white blossoms. This plant is almost 
indispensable for foundation plantings and 
edging. It is also used often for marking 
corners along with one or two taller grow- 
ing plants. Spirea Anthony Waterer, as can 


be seen from the photograph, is a low- 
growing. compact shrub that bears its 
flowers on erect stems, flowers rosy crim- 


son in color and will blossom throughout 
the entire summer. Spirea Billiardi is an- 
other one of the pink spireas. It starts 
blooming in late May or early June and 
continues to bloom throughout the summer. 

There is a plant that is generally cata- 
loged Blue Spirea, correctly named Caryop- 
teris incana, native plant of China, known 
in the north as Bluebeard and used there 
in the perennial borders. In the vicinity 
of Atlanta, it is perfectly hardy and may 
be planted with the other shrubs. This 
plant quickly makes a growth of about 
three feet and ultimately reaches a height 
of from four to six feet. The branches are 
covered with very handsome lavender or 
violet blue flowers, from August until frost 

WINTER PLANTING. 

The fall and winter season is the best 
period to plant any of the Spireas, and it is 
much to be preferred to the spring plant- 
ing. There is good reasoning back of that 
statement, and a careful observation of the 
methods of nature wil! bear out ite truth-

fulness. Sap to the plant is as blood to the 
human, and both will flow towards warmth. 
As the air turns cooler and cooler through 
the fall and into the winter, the earth re- 
mains warmer than the air and the sap, 
therefore, flows toward the roots of the 
plants and out of the branches. The leaves 
fall from the plant, not because of the 
cold and frost, as much as from the lack of 
nourishment. The top of the plant becomes 
dormant, but the roots do not become en- 
tirely so. If you will dig into the ground 
around one of your spirea plants, you will 
see the small white tendrils that are grow- 
ing and see the truth of that statement. 


If your spireas, or for that matter, any 
shrubs, are planted in the fall and winter, 
they have the chance to establish a good 
sound root system, and as soon as warm 
spring arrives may start growing in a per- 
fectly natural manner. By growing in a 
natural manner, they will bloom in their 
regular blooming season. Spring planted 
*pireas are called upon to do double duty. 
They must establish a root system in spite 
of the fact that the warm air makes the 
Sap start going up into the body of the 
plant. This unnatural growth will result in 
one of four things. The plant may grow 


all right, this double duty may strain the 
plant so much that it will die, the plant 
will be stunted in grewth, or the plant may 
get started late and the blooming season 
come at an unnatural time. In some cases 
the plants will not bloom the first vear if 
they are not planted during the fall or 
winter. 

Pruning is very important in the satis- 
factory growing of spireas, and it also hap- 
pens that the different kinds must be 
pruned in different manners and at dif- 
ferent times of the year, depending upon 
the time of year that they bioom 

The spireas that bloom in the early 
spring: Spirea Thunbergi, Spirea Van- 
houttei and Spirea Prunifolia, should be 
pruned after they have finished blooming 
in the spring—about May. If these are 
pruned in the fall or winter the blooming 
wood will be cut off and they will not 
bloom for two years. This is due to the 
fact that the blooming buds are set in the 
middle of the summer and the removal of 
these eliminates all chance of blooms for 


that year. The sapireas that bloom later 
in the spring or bloom in the summer, 
should be pruned in the winter just before 
the spring growth starts. Practically all of

Flowering Shrubs that bloom in 
the summer should be pruned now. Mulch your shrubs with a mix- 
ture of bone meal and sheep manure. 

ROSES—Plant roses now. If your knife is sharp, prune your roses, taking 
out the tall stems and dead wood. Mulch the bed thoroughly. 
VEGETABLES—Sow lettuce, cabbage and onion seeds in the cold frame. 

Start an Asparagus bed at this time. 
FRUITS AND BERRIES—Do not waist any longer to plant fruit trees, 
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the summer blooming shrubs biocom on new 
wood, that is wood that has been growam 
during the early part of the year and late 
winter pruning is best for all of them. The 
spireas that fall into this group are Spirea 
Anthony Waterer and Spirea_ Billiardt, 
Spirea Anthony Waterer stand a great 
deal of pruning, and, in fact, will grow more 
shapely and flower more freely after it has 
been pruned sharply in the late winter, 
This class of summer blooming spireas 
are almost everflowering if the seed heads 
are removed as fast as they appear, 


HOW TO PLANT SPIREAS. 


The planting of spireas need not give 
any difficulty if a few simple directions 
are followed and a few pit-falls avoided, 
Buy your shrubs, if possible, from a near- 
by nursery so that the shrubs will not suf- 
fer from too long shipments. There is ne 
need for worry if the shipment will be re- 
ceived within a day or two from date af 
shipment. Buy your plants from a reliable 
nurseryman so that you may be assured 
that your garden will not have diseased 
plants. This is really more dangerous thar 
a great many people think. Having received 
your shrubs from the nursery, plant them 
as soon as possible before they have the 
chanee to become dried out. If weather con- 
ditions are such that the plants cannot be 
planted at once, “heel” them in some wet 
soil. If the plants seem dry heel the en- 
tire plant. If they seem in good shape & 
will be necessary to heel only the roots, 


the holes that are to be used 
with a creat deal of care. The first, most 


important direction in regard to the hole 
is to dig the hole large enough. After you 
think that the hole is large enough, make 
it twice that size and it will be just about 
right. For a small size spirea plant, twe 
or three feet tall, the hole should be about 
15 inches in diameter and at least that 
Geep. If the roots appear the least bit 
crowded, make the hole even larger than 
this. In the bottom of this hole, place about 
four inches of good top soil that has had 
about a double handful of bone meal mix- 
ed with it. This will give the plant some 
available food as soon as the plant has 
started. Set the plant in the hole about one 
inch deeper than it was grown in the 
nursery. Spread the roots out naturally and 
as the soil is raked into the hole, shake 
the plant slightly so that the soil will work 
itself close to the roots of the plant. As 
this is being done, work the soll close te 
the roots with the fingers. When the hole 
is half filled, tramp the soil in tightiy, fill 
In the remainder of the hole and water 
thoroughly. It will be best if a slight hole 
is left in order that the plant may get as 
much moisture as possible, as it rains. 


An important winter job that should be 
attended to at once is the winter mulehk 
for your shrub borders, perennial borders 
and bulb beds. ‘These beds should be heavily 
mulched for the cold January that will soem 
be upon us. In the past we have had ou 
coldest days in the early part of January 
and this winter mulch will protect the 
plants through this trying time and wf 
feed the plants throughout the earty 
spring. Ihe best mulch for this purpose 
is a mixture of peat moss, bone meal and 
sheep manure. The combination of bome 
men! sheep manure will supply food 
for the piants for a number of months. The 
sheep manure will supply plant food im- 
mediately and will supply humus for quite 
some time. The bone meal is very siow ia 
acting and all of the plant food will not 
be available for a number of months. Peat 
moss is probably the best and cheapest 
method of supplying humus. This should 
be supplied at the rate of one bale for each 
thousend square feet. 


Probably the best mixture of these three 
articies ls one bale of peat moss, one hume 
dred pounds of sheep manure and fifty 
pounds of bone meal, These three should 
be mixed thoroughly and scattered over a 
space of approximately one thousand square 
feet, ‘(a space 50x20), Do not be afraid 
of fertilizing too much. The usual trouble 
is that planta are starved rather than 
(verfed Vieorous shrubs are less liable te 
insects ofdG disease and, obviously, wtt

Vionnet continues to indorse another 
negligee style—the coat or gown negli- 
gee, so useful in these days of constant 
travel. No frills or ruffles, no trimmings, 
adorn these. They are made of crepe or 
crepe satin and fold without wrinkling 
and they depend for their distinction on 
the Vionnet cut—the scarf and yoke in 
one, unusual sleeves and fastenings or 
bias pieces joined together to make the 
entire garment. 

And for the beach Jean Patou offers 
pajama ensembles which have beth 
skirts and trousers or bathing shorts 
and long trousers, so that the same 
jumpers, jackets and accessories may 
serve a double purpose.
